of the clinic. Despite the holo¬ 
caust the pigs had brought down 
on the building, we stlll continued 
to work. 


About three or four days before 
the 27th, the pigs’ slumlords, 
Maurice Rosen and his brother- 
in-law, Nathan Golden, told us to 
"quit the premises”, and had the 
marshalls serve the notice(tacked 
on the door). We saw that there 
was no point in fixlng up a place 
that would no longer be ours and 
the people’s; we therefore looked 
for other locations. But there was 
no time. So two vans were brought 
down to sit out in front of the 
building at 4111 S Central and we 
put up a sign. 

About fifteen medlcal pro¬ 
fessionals came to offer their ser¬ 
vices. Although the weather was 
cold and the wind was blowing, 
and there was no real indoor fa- 
cllity in which to begin offering 
the people a much-needed free 
health facility, and tear gas ling- 
ered (after 3 weeks) in the area,

When Huey P. Newton 
started out what did he do? He got a gun 
and he got Bobby and Bobby got a gun. 
They had problems ln the communlty 
because people was belng run over—klds 
were belng run over--at a certaln lnter- 
section. What dld the people do? The peo¬ 
ple went down to the government to redress 
thelr grlevances and the government told 
them to go to heil: “We are not going to 
put no stopllghts down there UNTIL WE 
SEE FIT.' What dld Huey P. Newton do7 
Dld he go out and teil the people about the 
laws and wrlte letters and try to prop- 
agandlze em all the time? NO! Some of 
thaf s good, but the masses of the people 
don’t read--that’s what I heard Huey say— 
they learn through observation and par- 
tlcipation. Dld he just say thls? NO! So 
what dld he do? He got hlm a shotgun, 
he got Bobby and he gothlmahammer and 
went down to the corner. He gave Bobby 
the shotgun and told hlm lf any pig 
motherfuckers come by blow hls mother 
fuckln bralns out. What did he do? He 
went to the corner and nailed up a stop 
sign, No more accldents, no more trou- 
ble. And then he went back--another slt- 
uation like that. What’d the people do? 
They looked 4t lt, they observed; they 
dldn’t get a chance to participate ln lt. 
Next time what’d they do? Same kind 
of problem came up. The PEOPLE got 
THEIR shotguns, got THEIR nlne mll- 
lmeters, got THEIR hammers. How’d 
they learn? They learned by observation 
and participatlon. They learned one thing. 
When there ls a flre you gather round the 
fire. Huey got a shotgun and everybody 
gathered round hlm and Bobby. They saw 
what was going on and they had a chance 
to participate ln lt. As the vanguard leader 
he taught the people about the power 
structure; he led the people down the 
correct road of revolutlon. What are we 
dolng? 

BREAKFAST FOR CHILDREN 

Our Breakfast for Chlldren program ls 
feeding a lot of chlldren and the people 
understand our Breakfast for Chlldrer 
program. We sayln’ somethlng llke thls— 
we saylng that theor/s cool, but theory 
wlth no practice aln't shit. You got tc 
have both of them—the two go together. 
We have a theory about feeding klds free. 
What’d we do? We put lt lnto practice. 
That’s how people learn. A lot of people 
don’t know how serlous the thing ls. 
They thlnk the chlldren we feed aln't 
really hungry. I don’t know five yeai 
old klds that canactwell,butIknow that U 
they not hungry we sure got some actors. 
We got five year old actors that could taks 
the academy award. Last week they hac 
a whole week dedicated to the hungry lr 
Chlcago. Talklng 'bout the starvatlon rats 
here that went up 15%. Over here where 
everybody should be eatlng. Why? Because 
of capltallsm. 

What are we dolng? The Breakfast for 
Chlldren program. We are running lt ln a 
sociallstlc marnier. People came and took 
our program, saw lt ln a sociallstlc fas- 
hlon not even knowlng lt was soclallsm. 
People are gonna take our program anc 
teil us to go on to a hlgher level. They 
gonna take that program and work lt Ui 
a socialistic manner. What’d the plg say? 
He say, «nlgger—you llke communlsm?* 
“no slr, Pm scared of lt.” «You like 
socialism?” «No Slr, Pm scared of lt.” 
“You llke the breakfast for chlldren 
program?» «Yes slr, I’d die for lt’. 
Plg said, «Nlgger. that program ls a 


socialistic program.» «I don’t glve a 
fuck lf lt’s Communlsm, you put your 
hands on that program motherfucker and 
I’ 11 blow your motherfucklng bralns out.” 
And he knew lt. We been educating hlm, 
not by readlng matter, but through ob¬ 
servation and partlclpatlon. By lettlng 
hlm come in and work our program. 
Not theory and theory alone, but theory 
and practice. The two go together. We 
not oiüy thought about the Marxist Leninist 
theory—we put lt lnto practice. Thls is 
what the Black Panther Party is about. 

SUBVERSIVES 

Some people talk a lot about communlsm, 

but the people can’t understand and pro- 
gress to the stage of communls-ts rlght 
away because of abstract arguments. 
They say you got to crawl before you can 
walk. And the Black Panther Party as the 
vanguard party thought that the Breakfast 
for Chlldren Program was the best tech- 
nique of crawllng that any vanguard party 
could follow. And we got a whole lot 
of folks that’s going to be walking. And 
then a whole lot of folks that’s gonna be 
running. And when you got that, what you 
got? You got a whole lot of PIGS that’s 
gonna be running. That’s what our pro¬ 
gram’s abouu 

The Black Panther Party ls about the 
complete revolutlon. We not gonna go out 
there and half do a thing. And you can 
let the pigs know lt. They come here 
and hide—they so uncomfortable they 
sitting on a taperecorder, they got their 
gun ln their halr—they got to hide all 
thls shit and they come here and do all 
thls wlerd actlon. All they got to do is 
come up to 2350 West Madison any day 
of the week and anybody up there’11 let 
them know, let the motherfucker know: 
Yes, we subverslve. Yes, we subverslve 
wlth the bullshit we are confronted with 
today. Just as subverslve as anybody can 
be subverslve. And we thlnk them mother¬ 
fuckers ls the crlminals. They the ones 
always hldlng. We the ones up ln front. 
We’re out in the open, these motherfuckers 
should stop wearing uniforms. They want 
to know lf the Panthers are goln’ under¬ 
ground--these motherfuckers IS under¬ 
ground. You can’t flnd em. People calls 
the pigs but nobody knows where they at. 
They re out chaslngus. They hldlng--can’t 
nobody even see em. 

When people got a problem they come to 
the Black Panther Party for help and that’ s 
good. Because, llke Mao says we are sup- 
posed to be rldden by the people and Huey 
says we’re going to be rldden down the 
path of soclal revolutlon and that’s for 
the people. The people ought to know that 
the Black Panther Party is one thousand 
percent for the People. They wrlte a lot 
of articles, you know, nlggers’11 run 
up to you ln a mlnute—when I say nlggers 
I mean white nlggers and black nlggers 
alike—nlggers’11 run upto you and talk that 
shit about , Man, I read ln the Tribune 
today. Well you say , Man, fuck lt rlght 
there. If you dln’t read lt ln the BLACK 
PANTHER paper, lf you dldn’t read lt 
ln the MOVfMENT ---then you aln’t 
read s_t. 


MICKEY WHITE 


We ln the Black Panther Party have 
another brother I want to take some time 
to rap about. Thls brother ls constantly 
on our mlnd. Thls brother’s name Is 
Mlchael White—Mickey White. Thls bro¬ 
ther ls beautiful. He’s belng held now 
ln Jall for one hundred thousand dollars 
ball. Some of you who listen to the radio 
mlght have heard about brothers ln the 
state chapter, our leid Secretary of 
Defense Captain brother Nathaniel Junior 
and brother Merril Harvery belng laid 
up on some phony gun charge. We don’t 
say the Panthers don’t want guns, but 
we already got guns and we don’t have to 
go and try and steal or connive to buy 
any guns from anybody. What they are 
trylng to do ls to squash out the Black 
Panther Party—the/re trylng to squash 
out the leadershlp. Trylng to squash out 
Bobby Rush. Deputy Minister of De- 

cSL Se '^J ryIng w/? squash out Chaka and 
Shey, Deputy Minister of Education. 

Mickey White was ln that bullshit wlth 


Nathaniel Junior and Merrill Harvey. 
Last week when they went to court even 
the judge ln court sald,. you all gonna get 
a fair trial whether you deserve lt or not. 
These are the types of actlons we are 
confronted with. Mickey White ls ln sol- 
ltary confinement and doesn't get to come 
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out of hls cell for anythlng at any time. 
And he mlght be ln that cell for the rest 
of hls life. Hls bond ls $100,000. That’s 
$10,000 cash. 

Mickey White ls a proven revolutlonary. 
He’s not nobody we THINK ls going to be 
a re volutlonary. He’s not nobody we trylng 
to raake a re volutlonary. He’s a proven 
revolutlonary. All of you have to under¬ 
stand that Mlcky White ls a Panther 
ln ldeology, he’s a Panther ln word and 
he’s a Panther ln deed. He’s a Panther 
that understands lts a class struggle— 
not a race questlon. You have to under¬ 
stand the pressures the Black Panther 
Party goes through saylng thls. You can 
see the pressures the Black Panther 
Party goes through by making a coalltlon 
wlth whltes. 

You can see that we had a group in 
Callfornla who commltted thelr flrst acts 
of violence on the Black Panther Party. 
Ron Karenga and US never shot nothlng 
but dope untll they shot them brothers. 
They been an organlzation longer than 
the Black Panther Party. When the Black 
Panther Party stood up and sald we not 
going to fight raclsm wlth raclsm US 
sald «NO, we can’t do that because it’s 
a race qüestion and if you make lt a 
class questlon then the revolutlon mlght 
come sooner. We in US aln’t prepaced for 
no revolutlon because we thlnk that “power 
grows from the sleeve of aDashlkl." They 
are armed with rhetorlc and rhetorlc 

one. And we found that when vou’re 
armed wlth rhetorlc and rhetorlc alone 
a lot of times you get yourself hurt. 
Eldridge Cleaver told them even though 
you say you fight flre wlth flre best, 
we thlnk you fight flre wlth water. You 
can do either one, but we choose to fight 
with water. He sald, we’re not going to 
fight raclsm wlth raclsm, we’re going to 
fight raclsm with solldarlty. Even though 
you thlnk you ought to fight capltallsm 
with black capltallsm, we’re going to fight 
capltallsm wlth soclallsm. 

We got a whole lot of people belng 
busted and you don’t even know about 
all these people. There" s one here you 
deflnltely have to know about and thats 
our Minister of Defense--Bobby Rush. 
Our Minister Bobby Rush was busted 
on some bullshit wlth a gun thing. He’s 
got three gun charges. He’s been con- 
vlcted of one wlth a six month lead. 
He’s out on appeal now. I know a lot 
of you people say, well goddam, you got 
a Mickey White defense fund, an Eldridge 
Cleaver defense fund, a Merlll Harvey 
defense fund, a Nathaniel Junior defense 
fund, a Hey Newton defense fund, a Fred 
Hampton, Jule, Shay and Chaka defense 
fund--and I just can’t keep up wlth all 
these defense funds. But slnce we” re the 
vanguard party we try to do thlngs rlght v 
so we got one defense fund so you don’t 
get mixed up on what name to send lt 
to. We’11 deelde who lt goes to. You can 
just send lt to Politlcal Defense Fund, 
2350 West Madison. If you want to send 
something to Breakfast for Children, you 
can send lt to 2350 West Madison also, 
and you can earmark that money to go 
to the Breakfast for Chlldren program. 

We got Mickey on our mlnd tonight— 
and everybody knows we got Huey P. 
Newton on our mind tonight. We got 
every politlcal prlsoner ln jall on our 


mlnd tonight. Let’s talk about lt. We 
understand that Mickey White, Huey P. 
Newton and Dennls Mora; people llke 
Bobby Hutton and Eldridge Cleaver— 
all of these people either dead, or ln 
exlle or ln jall. A lot of people under- 
standlng thls wlll lose real falth ln the 
vanguard by not understandlng what we’ re 
talklng about. 

GO WITH THE PEOPLE 

A lot of these people wlll go up to 
you ln a mlnute and say, «Why all these 
people belng taken, why haven’ t they shot 
lt out with some pigs." Well, what do we 
say? If you kill a few, you get a llttle 
satlsfactlon. But when you can klll them 
ALL you get complete satlsfactlon. That’s 
why we haveq’t moved. Wehave toorganlze 
the people. We have to educate the people. 
We have to arm the people. We have to 
teach them about revolutlonary politlcal 
power, and when they understand all that 
we won’t be kllllng no few and gettlne no 
llttle satlsfactlon, we’11 be kllllng em’all 
and gettlng complete satlsfactlon. 

So what should we do lf we 1 re the 
vanguard? What is lt rlght to do? Is 
lt rlght for the leadershlp of that strug¬ 
gle to go faster than the followers of that 
struggle can go? NO! We’re not going to 
be deallngnocommandlsra, we* re not going 
to be deallng ln no tallism. We say that 
just as fast as the people can posslbly 
go, that’ s Just as fast as we can take lt. 

While we take lt we must be sure 
that we are not missing the people ln the 
valley. Ir the valley we know that we can 
learn to Ui. ■‘erstand the llfe of the people. 
We know that wlth all the bullshit out here 
you can come to conslder yourself on 
the mountaln top. I may even conslder 
myself one day on the mountaln top. I 
I may have already. But I know that ln the 
valley there are people llke Benny and 
there are people llke me, people llke Mic¬ 
key White and people llke Huey P. Newton 
and Bobby Seale. And that below the valley 
are people llke Bobby Hutton, people llke 
Eldridge Cleaver. We know that going lnto 
the valley ls a dangerous thing. We know 
that when you go into the valley you got 
to make a commlttment. 

A lot of people thlnk the revolutlon ls 
bullshit, but it’s not. A lot of us thlnk 
that when you get ln the revolutlon you 
can talk your way out of thlngs, but thats 
not true. Ask Bobby Hutton, ask Huey 
Newton, ask Eldridge Cleaver, Mickey 
White and Dennls Mora. Ask these people 
whether lts a game. If you get yourself 
involved ln a revolutlonary struggle then 
you’ ve got to be serlous. You got to know 
what you" re dolng. You got to already have 
practiced some type of theory. That’ s the 
reason we ask people to follow the lead¬ 
ershlp of the vanguard party. Because 
we all theorlzlng and we all practlcing. 
We make mlstakes, but we’re always 
correctlng them and we’ re always gettlng 
better. 

We used to run around yellin ’bout 
Panther Power—the Panthers run lt. We 
admit we made mlstakes. Our ten point 
program is ln the mldst of belng changed 
rlght now, because we used the word white 
when we should have us’ed the word cap-

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TO OVERTHROW 
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AS REVOLUTIONARIES 
THE RULING CLASS

Thls ls the county jall, city 
prlson, San Francisco, Callfornla. 
And thls ls Bobby Seale, theChair- 
man of the Black Panther Party of 
whlch Huey P. Newton ls the Min¬ 
ister of Defense, and Eldrldge 
Cleaver ls the Minister of Informa¬ 
tion. I am presently Incarcerated 
here as a polltlcal prisoner in the 
same manner that our Minister of 
Defense, Huey P. Newton, ls Incar¬ 
cerated ln another prlson here ln 
Callfornla known as C.M.C. (south 
of San Francisco 200 miles). AndI 
wanted to send a message from jall 
here as a polltical prisoner. 

We are here ln America, 
brothers, (Black G.l’s, who thls 
message Is to), trylng to rld our- 
selves of theoppresslvecondltlons 
that we’ve been subjected to for 
400 years. And now they have Black 
brothers with thelr lives on the 
llne, dylng and fightlng a people 
who are only wanting for them- 
selves, self-determinatlon in thelr 
own homeland and to unify thelr 
country and unify thelr people. And 
the only reason that Black G.L's 
are over there, or Brown G.I.’s, or 
Red (Indlan-Amerlcan)G.I.’s,Chl- 
canos, and even white G.I.’s, the 
only reason you’ re there ls because 
the fascist, ruling class circles of 
America (theavariclous, blg-tlme, 
buslnessmen, the big rlchmen; the 
demagogie, lylng polltlclans, the 
mlsleadlng polltlclans who mlslead 
and try to He to the people)arethe 
ones who put you there and the 
ones who mean to keep you there. 
They're the ones making fasclsts 
out of you brothers. And lt’s cor¬ 
rect that the Vietnamese should de- 
fend themselves and defend thelr 
land and flght for the right to self- 
determinatlon, because they have 
NEVER oppressed us. They have 
NEVER called us‘'nlgger”. They 
have NEVER done anythtng wrong 
to us. The leadership of the Viet¬ 
namese is that of heroic people. 
Thls ls also trueof the Vietnamese 
people who are heroic people, 
fightlng for thelr right to self- 
determinatlon. 

And so, the same goes for Black 
people here ln America living in 
wretched ghettos and oppression. 
We have been struggling for 400 
years, as many of you Black 
brothers arewell aware. Iknowyou 
dream about home. But when you 
come home, come home and reallze 
that you have a flght here, that we 
have the right to control our des- 
tlntes ln our Black communlty; as the 
Chlcano people have a right to con¬ 
trol thelr destlnies in thelr Chl¬ 
cano communlty or areas and 
places where they live; as the A- 
merlcan Indians have a right to 
control thelr destlny; as the poor, 
oppressed white people have a right 
to control thelr destlny (many poor, 
oppressed white people must re- 
alize that lt’s the ruling class). The 
Indian-Americans, the Chlcano- 
Amerlcans, the Latino- Amerlcans 
and Brown people, and Black peo¬ 
ple ln America are beglnnlng to 
move more and more ln opposi- 
tlon to the oppresslve condl- 
tions that the SAME avariclous 
buslnessmen and demagogie, lylng 
polltlclans create and maintaln-- 
that exploltatlon. The workers of 
thls country are beglnnlng tomove 
more and more, day by day, step 
by step from a lower to a hlgher 
level ln opposlng the ruling class 
circles, because they (the ruling 
class circles) are the ones who 
keep the raclsm golng. They are 
the ones who keep people hatlng 
each other because of skin color, 
etc. 

The Black Panther Party, 
brothers, does not flght raclsm 
with raclsm. There are no white 
people in the Black Panther Party 
but we'do have alliances with white 
radical student groups who have 
stood up in protest against that war 
for your saké and for all the 
G.I. s' saké. We wanted them back 
home. We wanted to bring them 
back home as a means to end that 
war, demandlng and protesting that 
the G.I.’s come back home and the 
war end. 

The Black brothers, Vietnam 
Black G.I ’s, must understand and 
feel desire to oppose oppression 
right here at home domestically. 
Oppose fascism. The cops occupy 


our communlty just llke a foreign 
troop occuples terrltory. Just 
llke you are a foreign troop there 
ln Vietnam, occupylng territory 
at the directions of the fascist rul¬ 
ing class and their military lead¬ 
ers who are also a part of the 
fascist ruling class. Not atthewill 
of the people of America are you 
there. You’re there because the 
imperialist U S. aggressors (and 
that’s exactly what they are) have 
sent you there. And we’11 be glad 
when you come back, because here 
you must flght the plgs who oc¬ 
cupy our communlty. In every ma¬ 
jor city and metropolls throughout 
America police forces have been 
doubled, tripled, and quadrupled 
wherever Black people live; where 
the large populatlons of Chlcano 
people live; where the large popu¬ 
latlons of people who are protest¬ 
ing and opposlng war; are pro¬ 
testing and opposlng the poverty 
and the murder and brutality that’s 
commltted against Black people ln 
the Black communlty. Whatever 
the case, these police forces have 
been tripled and quadrupled with 
machine guns, AR-15s (the same 
kinds of guns you brothers got and 
are carrylng over there).357 mag¬ 
nums (you can stand up and shoot 
10 demonstrators with one hullet 
with a .357 or a .44 magnum) that 
these cops carry here. 

They’re not sol ving the problems 
of the people, the U.S government, 
the local government, the federal 
government, and the city govern- 
ments. All they’re dolng is putting 
money out for more arms. And 
now a state of DOMESTIC ltnperl- 
allsm exlsts "here to the extent that 
genocide can begin tobe commltted 
tomorrow, lf they deelde. 

We’II be glad when you comë 
home. We oppose the war here, 
we say, "Power to the People." 
We want all the people to move to 
have proletarlan democracy-- 
workers democracy (a real peo¬ 
ple’s democracy), and not capital- 
istlc, explolting democracy for the 
mlnorlty ruling class. There are 
only 800 big, rich buslnessmen who 
control thls lmperlallstlc regime 
ln America. There are numerous 
dem agogie polltlclans,!rom the local 
government to the federal govern¬ 
ment. There are approxlmately 
half a mllllon or more local police, 
some more mlllions of natlonal 
guardsmen. But they are used 
against, not to protect the people. 
They’re used to murder and tobru- 
tallze the people, such as at the Na¬ 
tional Democratie Conventlon back 
ln August of 1968. 

The numerous amounts of bru¬ 
tality that are golng on , and you 
brothers haven’t even heard about 
them The polltlcal prlsoners that 
Black Panther Party members 
have been made (We have over 50 
polltlcal prlsoners here) all be¬ 
cause the Ten Polnt Platform 
and Program of the Black Panther 
Party began tobeimplemented. 
And what was the Ten Polnt Plat¬ 
form and Program of the Black 
Panther Party? 

From the very beglnnlng of the 
Party the Ten Polnt Platform has 
always read: We wantfreedom. We 
want the right to determlne our 
destiny ln our own Black communl¬ 
ty. Number two: We want full em- 
ployment for our people. Number 


three: We want thé end to oppres-' 
slon and the exploltatlon of the 
Black communlty by the capltallsts 
ln our communlties. Number four: 
We want decent houslng fit for shel¬ 
ter of human belngs. Flve says; 
We want a decent educatlon. It 
says we want decent educatlon that 
teaches us about the true nature 
of thls decadent American society 
an educatlon that teaches us our 
true hlst ory a nd our role ln the 
present day society. And number 
slx says: We want all Black men 
to be exempt from military serv¬ 
ice. That’s what we demand here 
of thls government. (We really want 
you home, brothers). Number sev- 
en says: We wantanlmmedlateend 
to police brutality and murder of 
Black people. The last two polnts 
of the Program covers our right to 
fair trial by p e ers as lt says ln the 
Constltution of the United States. 

It’s Important Black brothers 
that we understand the need to come 
home. U’s Important that we under¬ 
stand that the Vietnamese people 
are only fightlng for the right to 
self-determinatlon in thelr land. 
U’s important, brothers, that we 
understand lt’s the fascist ruling 
class clrcle who have you there, 
who got you fightlng there. U’s 
important, brothers, that you un¬ 
derstand that your flght ls really 
right here at home in America. So 
when you come back, you’11 be 
fightlng against the oppression that 
we’ve been subjected to for 400 
years. So I wlll wind thls state¬ 
ment up and probably, hopefully, 
send some more. Better yet, 1 thlnk 
I should say a few more thlngs con- 
cernlng Black G.I.’s and the hlstory 
of thls country. 


In the ClvH War when there was 
a flght between the Nortb and the 
South, ln that Clvil War, 186,000 
Black people enllsted ln the mili¬ 
tary service. We were promlsed 
freedom, justlce, and equallty;and 
we never recelved lt. Durlng World 
War I there ware over 350,000 
Black Amerlcans ln World War I. 
And we were promlsed freedom, 
justlce, and equality; and we never 
recelved lt. In World War n some 
850,000 almost a mllllon Black A- 
merlcans fought ln that war as 
Black G.I.’s, And we were prom¬ 
lsed freedom, justlce, and equality; 
and we never recelved lt. Then 
there was the Korean War the fas¬ 
cist ruling class aggressors put 
together. And we fought there.'Now, 
here lt ls agaln--another war a- 
galnst a people who are trylng to 
flght for the right of thelr self- 
determinatlon. They don’t even 
promlse you “freedom, justlce, 
and equality” anyraore. Klnda bad 
now, brothers. 

If we would only begin to reallze 
the necesslty of not belng a tooi 
for the fascist aggressor! And that 
doesn’t only go for BlackG.I.’s. 
That goes for Mexlcan-Amerlcan 
G.I.’s, Chlcano brothers, rather; 
that goes for the Indlan American 
G.I.’s and Chinese-American 
G.Ts; and that goes for even the 
poor white American G.I’s who 
have to understand. That goes for 
even the G.I.’s who have some hu- 
manlstlc understanding about a 
people’ s right to survl ve and a right 
to determlne thelr own destlny ln 
thelr own land, llke the average hu¬ 
man belng who can understand that 
Black people have been oppressed 
for 400 years here in America--all 
G.L’s. And the Chlcano people are 


You guys know that. Every last 
one of you know that. You cats 
come from off the block, you Black 
brothers. And I know you. You know 
me fust as well as I know vou.The 
many tlmes we use to break ofl into 
parties and be flghting and carrylng 
on. Some of you would be blowlng 
joints, anddrinkingandcarrylngon 
and belng sharp, trylng to get you 
some clean clothes, and chaslng 
them sisters out there. Youain’t 
no different from other brothers; 
only we just tumed polltlcal. We 
just turned polltlcal. We’ re belng 
made polltical prlsoners because 
we’re standing up out there against 
thls fascist ruling class, against 
those fascist, racist plgs who oc¬ 
cupy our conripunity llke a foreign 
troop occuples terrltory. We’ re the 
same, but we’re Just ln two differ¬ 
ent places. We should be here flght¬ 
ing here at home. They protest 
over here for the freedom of po- 
litlcal prlsoners. You should all 
be closer at protesting over there 
for the freedom of polltlcal prl¬ 
soners ln America. 

Power to the people. Power to the 
people; that’ s what we say. Power 
to all the people. And get rld of 
the power, take the power away 
from the minorlty ruling class cir¬ 
cles, the lmperlallsts and fasclsts 
here ln America. The same thlng 
they’ re dolng over there to the 
Vietnamese people, they’ re getting 
ready to upstep and do to Black 
American people. The same thlng: 
the same kind of weapons, vlclous 
weapons. They have tanks; they 
have nerve gas and everythlng else 
prepared. And lt’s time that we un¬ 
derstand and reallze thls. All the 
masses of the people and the G.I.’s 
and the people at home are the ones 
who have to protest the war, are the 
ones who have to protest the ln- 
Justices right here at home. 

So you brothers who aredream- 
Ing about coming back home, when 
you get back home, you’re golng to 
see that same oppression. They’ re 
golng to promlse you a Job; but 
you’ re golng to be out of a Job. In 
some cases they* re golng to try 
to glve some of you dlshonorable 
discharges for one reason or an-' 
other and teil you that you can’ t get 
a Job when you get back. But all you 
have to do lstell hlm lt wasn’t no 
jobs here when you left. And that’s, 
why you got otf lnto that thlng any- 
way. You went into the service for 
the same reason I went Intolt at one 
time over 10 years ago, some four- 
teen years, now; ’cause lt wasn’t 
no jobs, it wasn’t nothlng to do, 
and you dldn’t have any money ln 
your pocket and you was frustrated 
with your surroundings and ba- 
slcally your enviornment. That’s 
the reason most of you brothers 
went ln there. It was a way to 
get a chance to do somethlng. And 
you feel you'd go ln the Army and 
some guy’d sell you some ln- 
sidlous notlon about belng a man, 
and all that kind of crap. And you 
were already a man. You’re a 
human belng. That’ s the first basis 
for belng a man; It’s belng a hu¬ 
man belng, and not golng out try- 
ing to prove how many colored 
peoples you can klll ln a foreign 
land. That’s not belngaman; that's 
belng a fascist. And that’ s what the 
fascist power structure does. 

So to ALL Black American 
G I.’s, U's very Important that 
you understand the need to 
come home; the need to relate to 
the struggle here; the need for the 
people and us to get mobilized and 
to amass together to free the po¬ 
lltlcal prlsoners; the need to flght 
for communlty control of police 
where the people wlll have control, 
not of the same police, but flre 
those ln now and set up communlty 
control operations. The Breakfast 
for Chlldren Programs. Under¬ 
stand that the demagogie poli- 
tlcians are lylng. They're lylng 
on the Party. They*ve attacked 
the Party; they’ve attacked our 
offices. And ln some cases we've 
hadjaüefend ourselves with weap¬ 
ons because we vowed that we would 
stand and defend ourselves, to de¬ 
fend our people and teach our peo¬ 
ple the correct methods to resist 
the plg power structure here ln 
America, the fascist ruling class, 
the explolters. That's what they 
are--oppressors. 

So, power to the people, 
brothers.

Sister Erica is now incarcerated 
in Connecticut. The pigs haveplot- 
ted with a bald head renegade, a 
boot-licking. Black capitalist.cul- 
tural nationalist reactionary Ron 
Karenga and hls stooges, to take 
the lives of these two dearly be- 
loved, hard working brothers. 

And now, the pigs have com- 
pounded this by taking this woman, 
this Black woman, this sister (after 
inflicting the horrible pain upon 
her by murdering the father or her 
newborn child) taking her away 
from her child and placing her be- 
hind bars on some trumped up 
charges. 

I know Erica, and I know that 
she's a very strong sister. But I 
know that she is now being sub- 
jected to a form of torture that is 
horrible.

Hoey*a 
attorneys have moved to have the case revlewed by 
the Court of Appeals of the State of Callfornia. The 
Black Panther News Paper wlll print the appeal ln 
part--every week to glve the people all the facts as 
to why Huey P Newton should be set free lramedlately. 


K. The Trial Court’s Fallure to Grant Judgment of 
Acquittal as to First and Second Degree Murder, Pur- 
suant to Penal Code Sectlon 1118.1, Constltuted Pre- 
judiclal Error. 

1. THE TRIAL COURT APPLIED AN ERRONEOUS IN- 
TERPRETATION OF PENAL CODE SECTION 1118.1, 
SO AS TO PRECLUDE ITS APPLICATION TO ACQUIT¬ 
TAL AS TO A DEGREE OF AN OFFENSE. 

At the conclusion of the prosecution’s case, the de- 
fendant moved for judgment of acquittal of flrst degice 
and second degree murder and of the kidnapping and 
assault charges (R.T 2668-69). The motlon was granted 
as to the kidnapping charge (R.T. 2730), denied as 
to the assault charge (ld.), and denied as to the flrst 
and second degree murder charges (ld.). The trial 
court indicated that it accepted the prosecutiorfs ar¬ 
gument that sectlon 1118.1 dld not empower or authorize 
the trial court to acquit as to degrees of an offense 
(R.T. 2718-20, 2725, 2729). 

The only reasonable construction of sectlon 1118.1 
compels the reading that a trial court must grant acquittal 
as to any offense or degree of a given offense for which 
evidence before the court Is insufficiënt to sustaln con- 
viction on appeal. Penal Code sectlon 1118.1 reads, in 
pertinent part: 

“In a case tried before a jury, the court on mo¬ 
tton of the defendant or on lts own motlon, at the 
close of the evidence on either side and before the 
case is submitted to the jury for declslon, shall 
order the entry of a judgment of acquittal of one 
or more of the offenses charged in the accusatory 
pleading lf the evidence then before the court is in¬ 
sufficiënt to sustain a conviction of such offense or 
offenses on appeal.” 

In People v. Anderson (Superior Court, Solano County, 
No. 4919, November 1967), Judge Raymond Sherwin or- 
dered judgment of acquittal on the charge of flrst degree 
murder at the close of the People's case in a prosecu- 
tion for murder. 

There are no reported appellate decisions on the 
applicatlon of sectlon 1118.1 to offenses definedinterms 
of degrees. The reasoning in Callfornia decisions with 
respect to analagous problems of lnterpretation of the 
terms “degree” and “offense”, and a sensible reading 
of the statute, compel lnterpretation of the sectlon in 
such a manner as to assume its applicatlon to offenses 
defined in terms of degree as well as to offenses 
defined in separate statutory sectlons. 

There is no essentlal difference between an offense 
defined in terms of degree and an offense which is 
completely defined ln one separate statutory sectlon. 
An lnterpretation of sectlon 1118.1 which rests upon a 
distlnction so defined would defeat the purpose of the 
sectlon, be contrary to the interestsof justlce, and create 
unnecessary constitutional problems of denlal of equal 
protection of the laws and due process of law. 

The Legislature has itself mandated, in Penal Code 
section 4, that: 

“All (Penal Code) provisions are to be construed 
according to the fair import of their terms, with a 
view to effect its objects to promote justice." 

In a number of cases Callfornia appellate courts have 
reversed a finding of first degree murder and ruled that 
the evidence only supported a finding of second degree 
murder. See People v. Wolff, 61 Cal. 2d 795 (1964); 
People v. Cowan, 38 C.A. 2d 231 (1940); People v. 
Howard, 211 Cal. 322 (1930); People v. Slater, 60 C.A. 
2d 358 (1943); People v. LaFleur, 42 C.A. 2d 50 (1940). 

It is clear from these cases that the court has the 
power, indeed, the obligation, to reduce a first degree 
conviction to a second degree or manslaughter convic¬ 
tion. There is no reason why this should not be done 
upon a section 1118.1 motion, rather than after the 
jury has heard the case, and there are strong reasons-- 
practical and logical--why section 1118.1 should be in- 
terpreted to require a judge to so rule when one or 
more degrees of a crime cannot be supported. 

Section 1118.1 serves the followlng purposes: 1) to 
avoid the possibility of an appellate court's reversing a 
verdict not substantlated by the evidence; 2) to simplify 
the jury's task be omitting instructions that would be use- 
less to them; 3) to save the time and cost of the court, 
jury, defense, and prosecution in having to present and 
hear, or to deliberate on. evidence that cannot possibly, 
as a matter of law, support a verdict; and 4) most im- 
portantly, to avoid prejudice to the defendant. 

These purposes are equally served by applicatlon 
of the statute to degrees of crime as well as two sepa¬ 
rate offenses, and these purposes are defeatedbyfailure 
to so apply the statute. Moreover, there are no dis- 
advantages which derive from interpreting section 1118.1 
to apply to degrees. Any particular crime of public 
offense is defined and characterized by two elements: 

1) a specifically defined act committed or omltted 
in violation of a law forbidding or commanding it, and 

2) a punishment. A degree of a crime is distinguished 
from other degrees of the same crime and from other 
offenses in the same manner. To label a certain type 
of proscribed conduct as a degree of a crime rather 
than a separate offense has no functlonal utility. The 
terms and their usage are merely results of historical 
accident. 


In essence a degree of a crime is like a separate 
offense. It requires a different fact sltuation than othor 
degrees of the same crime. The main distlnction between 
different degrees and different offenses is that theiatter 
generally are distinguished by different physlcal facts, 
such as the type of activity, the type of injury resulting, 
while the former, l.e., degrees,applyprimarllytomental 
factors, such as the type of intent of the actor. 

However, even these distinctions are not consistently 
found. Thus, the difference between first degree and 
second degree murder often depends on the same type 
of physlcal differences, i.e., whether the killing was done 
by means of poison, after lying in walt, in the perpe- 
tration of another felony, which distinguish the separate 
offense of manslaughter from murder(e.g., manslaughter 
depends on a quarrel, driving a vehicle). Similarly, 
the distlnction between first and second degree robbery, 
Penal Code section 211a, resting on whether or not 
torture or a deadly weapon was used, is no different 
from the dlstinction between the separate offense of sim- 
ple assault, defined in Penal Code section 240, and of 
assault with a deadly weapon, proscribed ln section 
245. In both cases the use of a deadly weapon distinguishes 
the two crimes, yet ln one the difference is treated 
as a separate degree and in the other as a separate 
offense. Thus, the same kinds of issues would be taken 
from the jury in each circumstance. 

Furthermore, there is no reason to distinguish, for 
purposes of directed verdiets, cases depending on mental 
rather than physlcal facts. 

Also, there are separate punishments for different 
degrees of a crime, just as for separate offenses, and 
in many States they are treated in separate code sectlons. 
(See, e.g., past New York Penal Law, sectlons 1044 
and 1046 and current sectlons 125.15 and 125.20.) 

Prior to 1958, California courts made a distlnction be¬ 
tween degrees of offenses and offenses for the purposes of 
doublé jeopardy. Thus, ln cases of a crime divided into 
degrees, a conviction of a lower degree was held not to 
operate as an acquittal of the higher degree. Thus, prior 
to 1958, a defendant charged with murder and convicted of 
manslaughter could not be retried for murder lf the lnitial 
conviction were reversed; but lf he were charged with 
first degree murder and convicted of second degree 
murder, he could be retried for first degree murder. 

In Gomez v. Superior Court, 50 Cal. 2d640 (1958), the 
court rejected this distlnction as“unsound” and held that 
a defendant charged with grand theft and convicted of 
petty theft could not be retried for grand theft. The court 
stated (at 653); 

“It is our opinion that there is no sound basis for 
the distlnction heretofore drawnby the courts of this 
state insofar as lesser included offenses and degree 
crimes are concerned....’ 

“(O)ur constitutional provisions and statutes cer- 
talnly do not require one to be drawn.” 50 Cal. 
2d 644. 

The court went on to state that, “The elements neces- 
sary for first degree murder differ from those of second 
degree murder in much the same way,” (at page 645), 
thus indicating the degree-offense distinctions were not 
abolished solely with respect to theft but for all crimlnal 
conduct. 

Other Jurisdictions have reached the same conclu¬ 
sion. See State v. Williams, 30 N.J. 105, 152A 2d 9 
(1959), where the court held that a defendant convicted 
of second degree murder could not be retried for first 
degree murder: 

"The state argues that the indlctment here was for 
murder; that the offense charged was murder, and 
that the conviction was for murder. ltsaysfurther, 
that the speclflcatlon of degrees in the statute does 
not alter the unttary character of the offense be- 
cause the degrees relate only to the matter of 
punishment. We cannot agree. Not onlv is the 
punishment radically different depending upon the 
degree of murder found, but guilt of first degree 
murder requires higher and more grlevous ele¬ 
ments of criminallty than is the case with homi- 
clde of the lesser degree. For purposes of the 
defense of doublé jeopardy, it seems manifest 
that the second degree murder must be deemed 
a lesser included offense.” 152 A 2d at 16. 

In both Gomez and Williams, the courts were inter¬ 
preting doublé jeopardy provisions of the state constitu- 
tlon s that spoke in terms of offenses, with no reference 
to degrees. 

Callfornia courts have consistently held that when the re 
is evidence to support either a greater or lesser charge, 
the fallure to instruct the jury on the lesser charge 
constitutes reversible error. See, e.g., People v. Mor- 
rison, 228 C.A 2d 707 (1964); 

In such cases the courts have treated degrees of a crime 
and separate, lesser included offenses as lnterchange- 
able for purposes of requiring that the lesser charge be 
given, thustreatinganoffensedefinedby degree and an of¬ 
fense defined ln a separate section or statute as func- 
tionally synonymous. 

In People v. Dewberry, 51 Cal. 2d 548, 555 (1959), 
the court said: 

“The question presented is whether the words 
‘offense’ and‘degrees’ refer only to the specifically 
defined degrees of a single offense, or refer to all 
the degrees of criminallty that may be involved 
in a criminal act. Thus, an unlawful killing may 
involve not only the two degrees of murder, but 
also the included offense of manslaughter. There 
is no reason for not applying the general prin- 
ciple of reasonable doubt to both sltuatlons. Given 
the overriding basic principle of reasonable doubt, 
the admonition that the Penal Code is to be in- 
terpreted 'with a view to effect its objects and to 
promote justice’ (Pen. Code, *4), and the anomaly 
that would otherwise result, we conclude that the 
words ‘offense’ and ‘degrees’ ln section 1097 refer 
to all the degrees of criminality involved in a 
criminal act.” 

Thus, Dewberry explicitly reiterated that "offense" and 
“degree” are not terms of art with special, distinct 
meanings, but rather, that when there is no functlonal 
distlnction between the two terms, they should be treated 
as synonymous. See also, People v. Carroll, 20 C.A 
41 (1912). 


2. THE EVIDENCE BEFORE THE TRIALCO.URT WAS 
INSUFFICIËNT AS A MATTER OF LAW TO SUSTAIN 
CONVICTION FOR FIRST DEGREE MURDER ON AP¬ 
PEAL. 

At the close of the prosecution’s case, the evidence 
before the trial court was totally insufficiënt to sustain 
conviction for first degree murder. Only by plllng ln- 
ference on inference was the evidence even arguably 
sufficiënt to sustain conviction for second degree mur¬ 
der. When the motion for judgment of acquittal was re- 
newed at the close of the defense case (R.T. 3505), 



neither degree of murder was established as a matter 
of law, nor could conviction have been sustalned on 
appeal. 

The most damagingtestimony against the defendant was 
offered by Officer Heanes and the witness Grier. Both of 
these witnessesclaimedto have seen the defendant walk ln 
the custody of the deceased Officer Frey, then suddenly 
whirl around. Grier claims to have seen the defendant 
pull out a gun and shoot. Heanes never saw a gun ln the 
defendant’s hand. 

Vlewing the prosecution's evidence and the reasonable 
inferences which may be drawn from it most favorably 
to the prosecution, and assigning, arguendo, credibillty 
to Grier’s Identification of the defendant, there was, 
at most, testimony that the defendnat, calmly walking 
in the custody of Frey, suddenly turned around, pro- 
duced a gun, shot not atFreybutbehlnd him in the direc- 
tion of Heanes. Then, later, after a struggle, defendant, 
according to prosecution testimony. shot at the falllng 
body of Frey, but only after Heanes admlttedly almed 
and shot at the defendant’s mldsection. This evidence can 
support neither a first degree nor second degree murder 
conviction. 

The provocation offered by F rey in stopping and detain- 
ing defendant's verhlcle for a lengthy time, without any 
cause other than its Identification as a Black Panther ve¬ 
hicle, was indisputed. (49) In the prosecution’s case here, 
there was no evidence whatsoever as to intent, premedlta- 
tion, deliberation or malice. Deliberation and premedi- 
tation may not be inferred nor presumed from the fact 
of a killing. People v. Eggers, 30 Cal. 2d 676 (1947). 

FOOTNOTE 

49. In closlng argument, the prosecutor stated: “There 
is a reason to stop that car. Where is the reason? He 
doesn’t have a driver's license with him, but he does 
have a gun.” (R.T. 3684) 

END FOOTNOTE 

Even proof of malicious intent without further proof 
that the defendant acted with wilful, deliberate and pre- 
meditated intent would establlsh only second degree mur¬ 
der. People v. Holt, 25 Cal. 2d 59 (1944). In Holt, the 
court found the followlng facts inconsistent with a delib¬ 
erate, premedltated and clear intent to take life, al- 
though defendant had been convicted in the trial court 
of first degree murder: Defendant had shown his dls- 
like for the deceased before their final encounter ln a 
railroad car. There, as the deceased was 
advancing toward the defendant, the latter fired one 
shot apparently not aimed at and which did not strike the 
deceased; then defendant shouted a warning not to come 
closer or he would kill the deceased. Finally as the de¬ 
ceased continued to advance, defendant fired again. 

In People v. Wolff, supra, the court held that the 
evidence failed to suDoort the finding that matricide by a 
fifteen-year-old defendant with a hlstory of mental 
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lllness was flrst degree murder. The defendant had 
secured an axe handle several days before he attacked 
and killed hls mother wlth lt. He had brougbt out the 
Instrument on a prior occasion ln order to klll hls 
mother, but put lt away, then one mornlng at break- 
fast, alter a prolonged struggle, he did klll her wlth 
lt. The court held that the crlterion differentlatlng the 
two degrees of murder was not the Intent to klll, but the 
mental lnfirmlty of defendant wlth respect tothe “quan- 
tum of hls personal turpltude and depravlty as ln- 
herently related to the degree of murder.” (61 Cal., 2d 
at 821) The court set a new Standard for measurlng 
the quantum of premeditation and dellberatlon required 
for flrst degree murder. The test of the “extent of the 
reflectlon” was held to requlre conslderation of the 
extent to whlch the defendant could “maturely andmean- 
lngfully reflect upon the gravity of hls contemplated 
act.” (Id.). (Emphasus omitted ) 

In the Instant case, even prior to defendant’ s testlmony, 
during presentation of the defense case, as to hls state of 
mlnd and physlcal condltlon at the time he was alleged by 
Grier to have flred the shots whlch killed Frey, there 
was no evldence whatsoever to establlsh “mature and 
meaningful reflectlon” or any reflectlon at all on de¬ 
fendant’ s part. Heanes testlfied that he firedoncedlrect- 
ly at defendant’s mldsectlon (two bullets were found to 
have been expended from Heanes’ gun) prior to the 
struggle described by both Heanes and Grier whlch 
occurred between Frey and hls assailant prior to the 
shooting of Frey. 

The trial court gave one of the Wells-Gorshen capa- 
clty lnstructlons on the basis of the defendant’s testl¬ 
mony as to hls physlcal state and loss of consclousness 
after belng shot ln the stomach. The manslaughter 
verdict here can be understood only as (1) a compro- 
mise verdict wlth nologicor relatlon to the evldence; 
(2) a findlng that Frey provoked the defendant to the 
extent that the reasonable man ln defendant’s circum- 
stances, facing that provocatlon and actlng as defend¬ 
ant was found by the verdict to have acted, could not 
be found guilty of flrst or second degree murder (3) 
dlminished capaclty of defendant. On the basis of the 
evldence ln this case, the dlminished capaclty could 
have resulted only from the defendant's physlcal state 
wlth the bullet ln hls stomach. 

At the close of the prosecution's case, the facts 
as to the hole ln defendant’s stomach, hls urgently 
exclted, peculiar, hysterlcal behavlor, and hls physlcal 
condltion when he arrived at Kalser Hospital, were ln 
evldence. (See testlmony of prosecution witnesses 
Corinne Leonard, admitting nurse at Kaïser Hospital 
(R.T. 2405), and of Dr. Thomas Finch, treating phy- 
sician (R.T, 2361 ). )Thus the basis fora Wolff-dlmlnished 
capaclty reductlon from flrst to second degree murder 
was clearly established at the close of the prosecution's 
case when the motlon for judgment of acquittal was flrst 
made. At the close of the defendant’s case, when the. 
motlon was renewed, there was no posslble Justlflcatlon 
for submittlng the flrst degree murder charge to the 
Jury, nor could a flrst degree conviction have been 
sustalned on appeal, because there was a complete 


absence of evldence as to any reflectlon, much less 
"mature and meaningful reflectlon,” anduncontradlcted 
evldence as to a physlcal state completely ruling out 
“mature and'meaningful reflectlon.” 

The state of the evldence as to premeditation and dellb- 
eration was the same; that ls, there was a complete ab¬ 
sence of evldence as to premeditation and dellberatlon 
ln the pertinent perlod or at all. 

In People v. Anderson, 70 A.C. 58 (1968) the de¬ 
fendant killed a ten-year-old school girl over a one- 
to-two hour perlod ln a partlcularly brutal knlfing. 
Reduclng conviction of flrst degree murder to that of 
second degree, the California Supreme Court again set 
forth criteria for the type of evldence sufficiënt to 
sustaln a findlng of premeditation and dellberatlon. The 
court’s analysls established three categorles (at 69-70): 

“(1) (F) acts about how and what defendant did prior 
to the actual killlng whlch show that the defendant 
was engaged in activlty directed toward, and ex- 
pllcable as lntended to result ln, the kllling— 
what may be characterlzed as 'planning' activlty; 
(2) facts about the defendant’s prior relationship 
and/or conduct wlth the victim from whlch the 
Jury could reasonably infer a ‘motive’ to klll the 
victim, whlch inference of motive, together wlth 
facts of type (1) or (3), would ln turn support an 
inference that the killlng was the result of *a 
pre-existlng reflectlon’ and ‘careful thought and 
weighlng of considerations' rather than ‘mere 
unconsldered or rash lmpulse hastlly executed’ 
(People v. Thomas, supra, 25 Cal. 2d 880, at 
pp. 898, 900, 901); (3) facts about the nature of 
the kllling from whlch the jury could Infer that 
the manner of killlng was so particular and exact- 
ing that the defendant must have lntentlonally killed 
according to a ‘preconcelved design’ to take hls 
victim’s llfe ln a particular way for a ‘reason’ 
whlch the jury can reasonably Infer from facts 
of type (1) or (2).” (Emphasis the court’s.) 

The court then held, Tobriner, J., that findlng of pre¬ 
meditation and dellberatlon could not be sustalned ln the 
absence of any evldence of defendant’s actlon prior to 
the kllling and ln the lack of motive or reason from 
whlch the jury could reasonably infer that defendant 
lntended to klll hls victim. (50) 

FOOTNOTE 

50. And see, also, Hemphill v. United States, 402 F. 2d 
187 (D. C. Cir. 1968), where the court held that when 
evldence of motive was clrcumstantial and as consistent 
wlth impulslve and senseless frenzy as wlth premedita¬ 
tion, and whee no evldence was given on the hlghly 
significant Issue of whether or not appellant had the 
murder weapon when he entered the scene of the crime, 
the Jury could not find premeditation solely from the 
fact that appellant had time to premedltate. 

END FOOTNOTE 

The defendant hereln, according to the prosecution 

testlmony, ldentlfied himself immediately to Officer 
Heanes and sat ln the car untll arrested and ordered 
out by Frey, then calmly walked ln the custody of Frey 
untll the alleged sudden whirling around. There ls nothing 
in this evldence from whlch a motive to klll could 
reasonably be lnferred. 

The productlon of mlnute fragments of marihuana 
(so small they could not even be weighed by the chemist) 


and of two matchboxes, without flngerprlnts thereon, 
from a paper bag never produced but allegedly found by 
pollce ln a car not owned by defendant, and the fact 
that although defendant believed, and hls probation of¬ 
ficer told hlm (R.T. 2618), hls probation termlnated 
October 27 (before this Incident), lt formaUy did not ter- 
mlnate untll October 28 (the next day), cannot possibly 
establlsh, by any reasonable Inference, that defendant 
lntended to klll John Frey. 

To constitute flrst degree murder, the hómiclde must 
be a wllful act characterlzed by the presence of mallce 
aforethought and by a dellberate and premedltated intent 
to klll. Under the line of cases commenclng wlth People 
v. Thomas, 21 Cal. 2d 880 (1945), (51) and continulng 
through Holt, Wolff, and Anderson, supra, the evldence 
against defendant hereln simply cannot and could not 
sustaln a flrst degree murder conviction under California 
law. 

At the time the defendant renewed the motlon for judg¬ 
ment of acquittal at the close of the defense case (R.T. 
3505), the defendant's ownuncontroverted testlmony con- 
cerning Frey’s provocatlon--by words and blows, and hls 
loss of consclousness followlng the sensatlon of belng shot 
ln the stomach—requiring grantlng of the motion for ac¬ 
quittal, not simply of flrst degree murder, but of the 
offense of murder. Mallce, a required element of second 
as well as of first degree murder, cannot be lnferred 
unless there is a total absence of provocatlon. (52) 
There was no evldence of mallce and there was uncon- 
troverted evldence of provocatlon. 

FOOTNOTES 

51. in Thomas, the defendant and deceased had been 
living together for several years when defendant became 
suspicious that deceased was cheatlng on hlm wlth other 
men. The defendant caught her leaving for a bar one 
mornlng and, after a heated argument, killed her. The 
court found conflicting evldence, some showingpremedi-’ 
tation and dellberatlon and some showing of provocatlon 
and hot anger. 


In modlfylng the flrst degree conviction to second 
degree, the court discussed the standards for findlng 
a first degree conviction (at 900): 

“By conjolnlng the words ‘wllful, dellberate, and 
premediated' in lts definitlon and limitation of the 
character of killings falling within murder of the 
first degree the Legislatureapparentlyemphasized 
lts lntentlon to requlre as an element of such 
crime substantially more reflectlon than may be 
involved in the mere formation of a speclflc In¬ 
tent to klll.” 


52. See prosecutor’s closing argument at R T. 3527: 
“(W)e say that if malice does not exlst on the part of 
the frame of mlnd of the person who takes another’s 
llfe we call that manslaughter.” And see People v. 
Elmore, 167 Cal. 204 (1914); People v. Bridgehouse, 
47 Cal. 2d 406 (1956); People v. Slater, 60C.A 2d 
358 (1943); and see, further, Witkln, CallforniaCrimes, 
section 331, page 303.

What is there to talk about? 
lts been three years now slnce 
Huey Newton founded the Black 
Panther Party and many thlngs 
have happened. 

In the past three years many 
of the things that have happened 
here ln Babylon (America) liave 
been the routine fluctuations of 
a decadent, racist, Capitalist so¬ 
ciety.' These routine liappenings 
have been punctuated by some 
events that are not so routine 
but yet are the naturnl prodncts 
of a cesspool society. 

On the other hand, Huey Newton 
lias been shot and jailed and Black 
and White communittes have re- 
sponded wlth indlgnatlon, rage, 
shock, rallies, funds, and demon- 
Strations. Meanwhile, in the mo¬ 
ther country, mini-skirts got 
shorter, and hair got longer. In 
the colony the quallty of red- 
devils went down and the price 
of weed went up. 

Llttle Bobby Hutton, the flrst 
to join, became the first to die. 
the Black Community was indig- 
nant, the liberal White Community 
was shocked. The community a- 
gain responds withdemonstrations 
and funds. During this time the 
pigs have stepped up their attacks 
against the Party, and the Party 
lias grown. Ln the mother country 
the “hippies” have turned to 
"yippies," and the “liberals’’ have 
become “radicals”. The Black 
Colony ls filled witli “blippies” 
(Black hippies) ln Afro-garb, 
Swahili names, and cultural fixa- 
tlons. 

Eldridge Cleaver was wounded 
when L1T Bobby was murdered, 
then Jailed and beaten. In the mo¬ 
ther country people were devot- 
ing their lives to “rock musir" 


and “light-shows’’ *’Underground" 
pape rs were sprlnglng up every-. 
where with politics and pulchri- 
tude on the front page and want 
"ads for the hard-up as a filler. 
People were “dolng‘their thing” 
and finding themselves”. The 
Black Colony was seethlng with 
talk of guerrilla warfare, and sa- 
turated with proverty programs. 
In the Black Colonles the “ad- 
vances" made by the psychedellic 
Whites have produced many new 
“cheap highs.” 

Eldridge Cleaver chooses self- 
exile rather than a return toprlson 
and sure death. A few are con- 
cerened and many are still “do- 
ing their thing”. The repression 
on the Party lncreases again and 
niggers in the colony singof “cloud 
nine” while White boys ln Baby¬ 
lon build blgger and better ampli- 
giers for guitars. 

Charles Bursey and Warren 
Wells become political prisoners 
as a result of the April 6th shoot- 
out. Bunchy Carter and John Hug- 
glns have already been buried. 
Mother country radicals engage ln 
heated ldiologlcal debates, they 
Champion the cause of the Viet¬ 
namese Freedom Fighters, and 
squeeze more politics into their 
“Underground" papers. In theCo- 
lonies “Black militants” scream 
for Afro-American Studies and 
hope for the promised Black Capi- 
taltsm. 

A wave of raids, shoot-outs, 
and frame-ups has swept the na- 
tion wlth Panthers as the main 
target. White James Rector, a by- 
stander, ls killed in the struggle 
at Peoples' Park.

The Black Panther Party wea- 
thers the storm, purges lts ranks, 
and grows nationally and lnter- 
nationally. The Black Panther Par¬ 
ty calls for a United Front Against 
Fascfsm, and the fascist repres¬ 
sion lntensifles. Chicago, two 
raids, a couple of shoot-outs many 
frame-ups; New York frame-ups 
(14 ln jail, many others under¬ 
ground -- two million dollars in 
ransom). 

Chairman Bobby Seale ls kld- 
napped by F;BJ. plgs ln the fi- 
nal attempt to finish the Black 
Panther Party. The use of a Black 
pig agent in the frame-up catches 
many peoplêTay sürprise, but Mod- 
Squad ls still a popular show ln 
the colony. The Berkeley Trlbe 
reveals a Berkeley plot to finish 
off the rest of the Central Com- 
mlttee and Central Staff. The 
pig media blocks lt from public 
view, while the “Underground’’ 
newspapers that" comment on lt 
treat lt as the story of a near- 
serious auto accident 

This has been a qulck run¬ 
down on the three years that the 
Black Panther Party has existed/ 
survived. Most of the details, and 
much of the repression hasneces- 
sarily been omitted. This brlngs 
us to the present. 

With Bobby ln jail facing a mul- 
titude of phony charges in New 
Haven and Chicago, the man most 
wanted by the powers’ that run 
this country is Chief of Staff, 
Davld Hilliard. In ihe near fu- 
ture the pigs wlll attempt to jail 
and/or kilUDavid Hilliard. The 
Chief of Staff wlll be tried for 


a second time on charges stem¬ 
ming from the April 6th shoot- 
out. (Hls flrst trial on these 
charges of attempted murder re¬ 
sulted in a dismissal, but the D.A. 
appealed the dismissa 1). 

As yet another leader of th® 
people stands between the peo¬ 
ple and the wrath of the fascist 
power structure. How much more 
apathy shall we wltness from the 
“militants”, radicals”, and 
“revolutionaries”. How much psy¬ 
chedellic escapelsm, ldealistlc- 
trlpping, greedy political schend¬ 
ing, and opportunism shall wewlt- 
ness. 

Perhaps there are groups wait- 
lng eagerly to wear the mantle 
of the “New Vanguard”. Maybe 
their are those that feel their ideo- 
logical - rhetorlcai well - h»tn C 
threatened and see the f&scistplgs 
as saviours. The cases of David 
Hilliard and Bobby Seale wlll teil. 
It’s hard to see who’s lor real 
Just by coming to fUnerals. The 
Party has had overtwenty ftinerals 
wlth thousands of mourners but 
that entalls no commltment, not 
llke a gun or a petition, and not 
like a gun and a petition. 

So what’s there to talk about?

Most human behavior is learned behaviorssMosi things the human 
being learns are gained through an indirect relationship to the object. 
Humans do not act from instinct as lower animals do. Those things 
learned indirectly many times stimulate véry effectlve responses to 
what might be later a direct experience. At this time the black masses 
are handling the resistance incorrectly. Thebrothers inEast Oakland 
learned from Watts a means of resistance fighting by amasslng the 
people in the streets, throwing bricks and molotov cocktails to 
destroy propejty and create disruption. The brothers and sisters 
in the streets were herded into a small area by the gestapu police 
and immediately contained by the brutal violence of the oppressor's 
storm troops. This manner of resistance is sporadic, short-lived, 
and costly in violence against the people. This method has been 
transmitted to all the ghettos of the black nation across the country. 
The first man who threw a molotov cocktail is not personally known 
by the masses, but yet the actibn was respected and followed by 
the people. 

The Vanguard Party must provide leadership for the people. It 
must teach the correct strategie methods of prolonged resistance 
through literature and activities. lf the activities 0 f the party 
respected by the people, the people will follow the example.This is 
the primary job of the party. This knowledge will probably be gained 
secondhand by the masses just as the above mentioned was gained 
indirectly. When the people learn that it is no longer advantageous 
for them to resist by going into the streets in large numbers, and 
when they see the advantage in the activities of jthe guerrilla war- 
fare method, they will quickly follow this example. 

But first, they must respect the party which is transmitting this 
message. When the Vanguard group destroys the machinery of the 
oppressor by dealing with him in small groups of three and four. 


IN DEFENSE OF SELF DEFENSE 


In response to the Mulford Gun 
Bill, Minister of Defense Huey 
Newton wrote a statement which 
Panther Chairman Bobby Sealede- 
livered on the steps of the capitol 
in Sacramento on May 2, 1967. The 
statement ls as follows: 


The Black Panther Party for 
Self-Defense calls upon the Amer¬ 
ican people in general and the Black 
people in particular totakeeareful 
note of the racist Californta Legis- 
lature, which is now considering 
legislation aimed at keeping the 
Black people disarmed andpower- 
less at the very same time that rac¬ 
ist police agencies throughout the 
country are intensifyingthe terror, 
brutality, murder and repression 
of Black people. 


At the same time that the Amer¬ 
ican government is waginga racist 
war of genocide in Vietnam, the 
concentration camps in which Jap- 
anese Americns were lnterned 
during World War II are being ren- 
ovated and expanded. Since Amer¬ 
ica has historically reserved the 


most barbaric treatment for non- 
White people, weareforcedtocon- 
clude that these concentration 
camps are being prepared for 
Black people, who are determined 
to gain their freedom by any means 
necessary The enslavement of 
Black people from the very begin- 
nlng of this country, the genocide 
practiced on the American Indians 
and the confining of the survivors 
on reservations, the savage lynch- 
ing of thousands of Black men and 
women, the dropping of atomic 
bombs on Hiroshimaand Nagasaki, 
and now the cowardly massacre in 
Vietnam, all testlfy to the factthat 
towards people of color the racist 
power structure of America has but 
one policy: repression, genocide, 
terror and the big stick. 


Black people have begged 
prayed, petitioned, demonstrated 
and everything else to get the rac¬ 
ist power structure ot America 
to right the wrongs. which have 
historically been pflrpeti ated a- 
gainst Black people. AU of these ef- 


forts have been answered by more 
repression,deceit, and hyprocrisy. 
As the aggression of the racist 
American government escalatesin 
Vietnam, the police agencies of 
America escalate the repression 
of Black people throughout the 
ghettos of America. Vicious police 
dogs, cattle prods and increased 
patrols have become familiar 
sights in Black communities. City 
Hall turns a deaf ear to the pleas 
of Black people for relief from 
this increasing terror. 

The Black Panther Party for 
Self-Defense believes that the time 
has come for Black people to arm 
themselves against this terror be- 
fore it is too late. The pending 
Mulford Act brings the hour of 
doom one step nearer. A people 
who have suffered so much for so 
long at the hands of a racist so¬ 
ciety, must draw the line some- 
where. We believe that the Black 
communities of America must rlse 
up as one man to halt theprogres- 
sion of a trend that leads inevitably 
to their total destruction.

through observation, and through actual experience. The black com- 
munity is baslcally composed of activists. The community learns 
through activity, either through observation of or participationin the 
activity. To study and learn is good but the actual experience is the 
best means of learning. The party must engage in activities that 
will teach the people. The black community is basically not a reading 
community. Therefore it is very significant that the vanguard group 
first be activists. Without this knowledge of the black community 
one could not gain the fundamental knowledge of the black revolution 
in racist America. 

The maln function- of the party is to awaken the people and to 
teach them the strategie method of resisting the power structure, 
which ls prepared not only to combat the resistance of the people 
with massive brutality, but to totally annihilate the black community, 
the black populatlon. 

lf it is learned by the power structure that black people have "x" 
amount of guns in their possession, this will not stimulate the power 
structure to prepare irself with guns.becauseltis already more than 
prepared. 

The result of this education will be posltive for Black people in 
their resistance and negative for the power structure in its op- 
pression, because the party always exempllfles revolutionary de- 
fiance. If the party is not goingtomake the people aware of the tools 
of llberation and the strategie method that is to be used, there will 
be no means by which the people will be mobilized proper ly. 

The relationship between the vanguard party and the masses lSia 
secondary relationship. The relationship between the members ofthe 
vanguard party is a primary relationship. U is important that the 
members of the vanguard group maintain a face-to-face relatlop- 
ship with each other. This is important lf the party machinery is to 
be effective.

The vanguard party is never underground in the beginning of its 
existence, because this would limit its effectiveness and educational 
processes. How can you teach people if the people do not know and 
respect you? The party must exist above ground as long as the dog 
power structure will allow, and hopefully when the party ls forced to 
go underground the message of the party will already have been put 
across to the people. The vanguard party’s activities on the surface 
will necessarily be shortlived. 

This is why it is so important that the party make a tremendous 
impact upon the people before it is driven into secrecy. 

At this time, the people know the party exists, and they will seek 
out further information on the activities of this underground party. 

Many would-be revolutionaries work under the fallacious illusion 
that the vanguard party is to be a secret organization that the power 
structure knows nothing about, and the masses know nothing about, 
except for occasional letters that come to their homes by night. 
Underground parties cannot distribute leaflets announcing an under¬ 
ground meeting. These are contradictions and inconsistêncies of the 
so-called revolutionaries. The so-called revolutionaries are in fact 
afraid of the very danger that they are advocating for the people. 
These so-called revolutionaries want the people to say what they 
themselves are afraid to say, and the people to do what they them¬ 
selves are afraid to do. This makes the so-called revolutionary a 
coward and a hypocrite. 

lf these imposters would investigate the htstory of revolution, 
théy would see that the vanguard group always starts out above ground 
and is later driven underground by the aggressor. The Cuban Revol- 
uhori exemplifies this fact; when Fidel Castro started to resist the 
butchër Batista and the Ameriéan running dogs, he started by speak- 
ing’on the campus of the University of Havana in public. He was later 


minent due to the fact that the things he is saying and doing are 
exrremely dangerous . Without this realization, it is impossible to 
proceed as a revolutionary. The masses are constantly looking for 
a guide, a Messiah, to liberale them from the honds of the oppressor. 
The vanguard party must exemplify the characteristics of worthy 
leadership. Millions and millions of oppressed people might not know 
members of the vanguard party personally or directly, but they will 
gain through an indirect acquaintance the proper strategy for liber- 
ation via the mass media and the physical activities of the party. 


it is of prime importance that the vanguard party develop a political 
organ, such as a newspaper produced by the party, as well as employ 
strategically revolutionary art and destruction of the oppressor's 
machinery. For example. Watts. The economy and property of the 
oppressor was destroyed to such an extern that no matter how the 
oppressor tried to whitewash the activities of the black brothers, the 
real nature and the real cause of the activity was communicated to 
every black community. For further example, no matter how the 
oppressor tries to distort and confuse the message of Brother 
Malcolm X, Black people all over the country understand it per- 
fectly and weicome it. 


The Black Panther Party for Self Defense teaches that in the final 
analysis, the amount of guns and defense weapons, such as hand 
grenades, bazookas, and other necessary equipment, will besupplied 
by taking these weapons from the power structure, as exempiified 
by the Viet Cong. Therefore, the greater the military preparation 
on the part of the oppressor, the greater is the availability of weapons 
for the black community. It is believed by some hypocrites that 
when the people are taught by the vanguard group to prepare for 
resistance, this only brings the man down on them with increasing 
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when they see the advantage in the activities of_tbe guerrilla war- 
fare method, they wlll quickly follow this example. 

But first, they must respect the party which is transmitting this 
message. When the Vanguard group destroys the machinery of the 
oppressor by dealing with him in small groups ofthree and four, 
and then escapes the might of the oppressor, the tnasses will be 
overjoyed and will adhere to this correct strategy. When the 
masses hear that a gestapo policeman has been executed while sip- 

ping coffee at a counter, and the revolutionary executioners fled 
without being traced, the masses will see the validity of this type 
of approach to resistance. lt is not necessary to organize thirty 
million Black people in primary groups of two’s and three’s but it 
is important for the party to show the people how to go about 
revolution. During slavery, in which no vanguard party existed and 
forms of communication were severely restricted and insufficiënt, 
many slave revolts occurred. 

There are baslcally three ways one can learn: through study. 


The relationship between the vanguard party and the masses ls:a 
secondary relationship. The relationship between the membersofthe 
vanguard party is a primary relationship. It is important that die 
members of the vanguard group maintain a face-to-face relation¬ 
ship with each otber. This is important lf the party machinery is to 
be effective. It is imposslble to put together functional party ma¬ 
chinery or programs without this direct relationship. The members 
of the vanguard group should be tested revolutionaries. This will 
minlmize the danger of Uncle Tom informers and opportunists. 

The main purpose of a vanguard group should be to raise the con- 
sciousness of the masses through educational programs and certain 
physical activities the party will participate in. Thesleeping masses 
must be bombarded with the correct approach to struggle through 
the activities of the vanguard party. Therefore, the masses must know 
that the party exists. The party must use all means available to 
get this information across to the masses. If the masses do not have 
knowledge of the party, it will be imposslble for the masses to follow 
the program of the party. 


FUNCTIONAL DEFINITION 

OF POLITICS 


Politics is war without blood- 
shed. War is politics with blood- 
shed. Politics has lts particular 
characteristics which differentiate 
it from war. When the peaceful 
means of politics are exhausted 
and the people do not get what they 
w-ant, politics are continued. Us- 
ually it ends up in physical con¬ 
flict which is called war, which 
is also political. 

Because we lack political power, 
Black people are not free. Black 
reconstruction failed because 
Black people did not have political 
and military power. The masses 
of Black people at the time were 
very elear on the definition of po¬ 
litical power. it was evident in the 
songs of Black people at that time, 
In the songs it was stated that on 
the Day of Jubilee we’d have forty 
acres and two mules. This was 
promised Black people by the 
Freedman's Bureau. This was 
fr°edom as far as the Black masses 
were concerned. 

The Talented Tenth at the time 
viewed freedom as operatlve in the 
political arena. Black people did 
operate in the political arena dur¬ 
ing reconstruction. They were 
more educated than most of the 
whites in the south. They had been 
educated in France, Canada and 
England and were very qualifiedto 
serve in the political arena. But 
yet, Black Reconstruction failed. 

When one operates in the po¬ 
litical arena, it is assumed thathe 
has power or represents power; he 
is symbolic of a powerful force. 
There are approximately three 
areas of power in the political 
arena: economie power, land power 
(feudal power) and military power. 
If Black people at the time had 
received 40 acres and 2 mules, we 
would have developed a powerful 
force. Then we would have chosen 
a representative to represent us in 
this political arena. Because Black 
people did not receive the 40acres 


and 2 mules, lt was absurd tohave 
a representative in the political 
arena. 

When White people senda repre¬ 
sentative into the political arena, 
they have a power force or power 
base that they represent. When 
White people, through their repre¬ 
sentaties, do not get what they 
want, there is always a political 
consequence. This is evident in the 
fact that when the farmers are 
not given an adequate price for 
their crops the economy will re¬ 
ceive a political consequence. They 
will let their crops rot in the field; 
they will not cooperate with other 
sectors of the economy. To be po¬ 
litical, you must have a political 
consequence when you do not re¬ 
ceive your desires--otherwiseyou 
are non-political. 

When Black people send a rep¬ 
resentative, he is somewhat absurd 
because he represents no political 
power. He does not represent land 
power because we do not own any 
land. He does not represent eco¬ 
nomie or industrlal power because 
Black people do not own the means 
of production. The only way hecan 
become political is to represent 
what is commonly called a military 
power--which the BLACK PAN- 
THLR PARTY FOR SELF- 
DEFENSE callslSelf-Defense Pow¬ 
er. Black people can develop Self- 
Defense Power by arming them- 
selves from house to house, block 
to block, community tocommunity, 
throughout the natlon. Thenwewill 
choose a political representative 
and he will state to the power 
structure the desirqs óf the Black 
masses. If the desiresarenotmet, 
the power structure will receive 
a political consequence. We will 
make it economically non-profita- 
ble for the power structure to go 
on with lts oppressive ways. We 
will then negotlate as equals. There 
will be a balance between the peo¬ 


ple who are economically pbwer- 
ful and the people who are po- 
tentlally economically destructive. 

The White racist oppresses 
Black people not only for racist 
reasons, but because it is also 
economically profltable to do so. 
Black people must develop a power 
that will make itnon-profitablefor 
racists to go on oppresslng us. 
If the White racist imperiallsts in 
America continue to wage war a- 
gainst all people of color through¬ 
out the world and also wage a civil 
war against Blacks here in Ameri¬ 
ca, lt wlll be economically lmpos- 
slble for him to survive. We must 
develop a strategy that will make 
his war campaigns non-profitable. 
This racist United States 
operates with the motive of profil. 
He lifts the gun and escalates the 
war for proflt reasons. We wlll 
make him lower the guns because 
they will no longer serve his profit 
motive. 

Every man is bom, therefore he 
has a rlght to live, a righttoshare 
in the wealth. lf he is denled the 
right to work, then he isdeniedthe 
right to live. If he can't work, he 
deserves a high Standard of living, 
regardless of hls education or 
skill. lt should be up to the ad¬ 
ministrators of the economie Sys¬ 
tem to design a program for pro- 
vlding work or llvelihood for hls 
people. To deny a man this is to 
deny him llfe. The controllers of 
the economie system areobligated 
to furnlsh each man with a live- 
llhood. If they cannot do this or 
if they will not do this, they do 
not deserve the position of ad¬ 
ministrators. The means of pro¬ 
duction should be taken away from 
them and placed in the people's 
hands, so that the people can or¬ 
ganize them in such a way as to 
provide themselves with a llveli¬ 
hood. The people will choose cap - 
a ble administrators, motivated by 


their sincere Interest in the peo¬ 
ple's welfare and not the interest 
of private property. The people wlll 
choose managers to control the 
means of production and the land 
that is rightfully theirs. Until the 
people control the land and the 
means of production, there will be 
no peace. Black people must con¬ 
trol the destlny of their communi¬ 
ty. 

Because Black people desire to 
determine their own destiny, they 
are constantly lnflicted with bru- 
tality from the occupying army, 
embodied in the police department. 
There is agreatslmllarlty between 
the occupying army in Southeast 
Asia and the occupation of our com- 
munities by the racist police. The 
armies are there not to protect 
the people of South Vietnam, butto 
brutalize and oppress them for the 
interests of the selfish imperial 
power. 

The police should be the people 
of the community in uniform. There 
should be no division or conflict 
of interest between the people and 
the police. Once there is a di¬ 
vision, then the police become the 
enemy of the people. The police 
should serve the interest of the 
people and be one and the same. 
When this principle breaks down, 
then the police become an oc- 
cupylng army. When historlcally 

one race has oppressedanother and 

policemen are recruited from the 
oppressor^ to patrol the com- 
munlties oi P Sie oppressed people, 
an intolerable contradiction exists.

duiy >vould see that the vanguardgroup always starts out above ground 
and is later driven underground by the aggressor.

He was later 
driven to the hills. His impact upon the dispossessed people of 
Cuba was very great and received with much respect. When he went 
into secrecy, Cuban people searched him out. People went to the 
hills to find him and his band of twelve. Castro handled the revolu¬ 
tionary struggle correctly. If the Chinese Revolution is inveStigated, 
it will be seen that the Communist Party was quiet on the surface 
so that they would be able to muster support from the masses. There 
are many areas one can read about to learn the correct approach, 
such as the revolution in Kenya, the Algerian Revolution, Fanon's 
THE WRETCHED OF THE EARTH, the Russian Revolution, the 
works of Chairtnan Mao Tse-tung, and a host of others. 

A revolutionary must realize that if he is sincere, death is im- 


on the part of the oppressor, the greater is the availability of weapons 
for the black community. It is believed by some hypocrites that 
when the people are taught by the vanguard group to prepare for 
resistance, this only brings the man down on them with increasing 
violence and brutality; but the fact of the matter is that when the man 
becomes more oppressive, this only heightens the revolutionary 
fervor. The people never make revolution. The oppressors by their 
brutal actions cause the resistance by the people. The vanguard 
Party only teaches the correct methods of resistance. So, if things 
can get worse for oppressed people, then they will feel no need for 
revolution or resistance. The complaint of the hypocrites that the 
Black Panther Party for Self Defense is exposing the people to 
deeper suffering is an incorrect observation. People have proved that 
they will not tolerate any more oppression by the racist dog police 
through their rebellions in the black communities across the country. 
The people are looking now for guidance to extend and strengthen 
their resistance struggle. 


PRISON. WHEREISTHY 
VICTORY? 


When a person studies ma thema¬ 
tics, he learas that there are many 
mathematica! laws which deter- 
mlne the approach he must take to 
sol ving the problems presented to 
him. In the study of geometry, one 
of the first laws a person learns 
ls that “the wbole ls not greater 
than the sum of lts parts”. This 
means slmply that one cannot have 
a geometrlcal flgure such as a 
clrcle or a square which in lts 
totallty, contalns more than lt 
does when broken down Into 
smaller parts. Therefore, lf all 
the smaller parts add up to a cer¬ 
tain amount, the entlre flgure can¬ 
not add up to a larger amount.. 
The orisnn cannot have a victory 
over the prlsoner, because those 
ln charge take the same kind of 
approach to the prlsoner and as- 
sume if they have the whole body 
ln a cell that they have there all 
that makes up the person. But a 
prlsoner ls not a geometrlcal fl¬ 
gure, and an approach which ls 
successful ln mathematlcs, ls 
wholly unsuccessful when dealing 
with human beings. 

ln the case of the human, we are 
not dealing only with the single ln- 
dlvldual, we are also dealing with 
the ldeas and bellefs which have 
motivated him and which sustaln 
him, even when hls body ls con- 
flned. In the case of humanlty the 
whole ls much greater than lts 
parts, because the whole Includes 
the body which ls measurable and 
conflneable, and also the ldeas 
which cannot be measured and 
which cannot be conflned. The ldeas 
are not only wlthln the mlnd of the 
prlsoner where they cannot be seen 
nor controlled, the ldeas are also 
wlthln the people. The ldeas which 
can and will sustaln our movement 
for total freedom and dlgnlty of the 
people, cannot be lmprlsoned, for 
they are to be found ln the people, 
all the people, wherever they are. 
As long as the people live by the 
ldeas of freedom and dlgnlty there 


wlll be no prlson which can hold 
our movement down. ldeas move 
from one person to another ln the 
assoclatlon of brothers and sisters 
who recognlze that a most evll sys¬ 
tem of capltallsm has set us 
against each other, when our real 
enemy ls the exploiter who proflts 
from our poverty. When we realize 
such an ldea then we come to love 
and appreclate our brothers and 
sisters who we may have seen as 
enemles, and those expollters who 
we may have seen as frlends are 
revealed for what they truly are 
to all oppressed people. The people 
are the ldea‘, the respect and dlg¬ 
nlty of the people, as they move 
toward their freedom is the sus- 
talning force which reaches into 
and out of the prlson. The walls, 
the bars, the guns and the guards 
can never encircle or hold down 
the ldea of the people. And the 
people must always carry forward 
the ldea which ls their dlgnlty and 
their beauty. 

The prlson operates with the ldea 
that when lt has a person’s body 
lt has hls entlre being- -slnce the 
whole cannot be greater than the 
sum of lts parts. They put the body 
ln a cell, and seem to get some 
sense of relief and security from 
that fact. The ldea of prlson vic¬ 
tory then, is that when the person 
ln jall beglns to act, thlnk, and be- 
lleve the way they want him to, then 
they have won the battle and the 
person ls then “ rehabllltated”. But 
this cannot be the case, because 
those whooperatetheprlsons, have 
failed to examine their own bellefs 
thorouehlv. and they fail to under- 
stand the types of people they at- 
tempt to control. Therefore, even 
when the prlson thlnks it bas won 
the victory, there is no victory. 

There are two types of prlson- 
ers. The largest number are those 
who accept the legltimacy of the as- 
sumptlons upon which the society ls 
based. They wlsh to acquire the 
same goals as everybody else, 


money, power, greed, and consplc- 
uous consumptie». In order to do 
so, however, they adopttechnlques 
and methods which the society has 
deflned as lllegltimate. When this 
is dlscovered such people are put 
ln jall. They may be called “11- 
legltlmate capltalists’ ’ slnce their 
alm ls to acquire everythlng this 
capltallstlc society deflnes as 
legltlmate. The second type of 
prlsoner, ls the one who rejects 
the legltimacy of the assumptlons 
upon which the society ls based. 
He argues that the people at the 
bottom of the society are explolted 
for the profit and advantage of those 
at the top. Thus, the oppressed 
exlst, and wlll always be used to 
maintain the privlleged status of 
the explolters. There lsnosacred- 
ness, there ls no dlgnlty ln elther 
exploltlng or being explolted. Al- 
though this system may make the 
society functlon at a high level of 
technologlcal efficiency, lt ls an 
lllegltimate system, slnce lt rests 
upon the suffering of humans who 
are as worthy and as dignifled as 
those who do not suffer. Thus, the 
second type of prlsoner says that 
the society ls corrupt and 11- 
Iegltlmate and must beoverthrown. 
This second type of prlsoner is 
the political prlsoner. They do not 
accept the legltimacy of the society 
and cannot participate ln lts cur- 
ruptlng exploitation, whether they 
are in the prlson or on the block. 

The prlson cannot galn a vic¬ 
tory over elther type of prlsoner 
no matter how hard lt tries. The 
“□legltlmate capltallst’’ recog- 
nlzes that lf he plays the game the 
prlson wants him to play, he wUl 
have hls time reduced and be re- 
leased to continue hls activities. 
Therefore, he ls wUllng to go 
through the prlson programs and do 
the things he ls told. He ls wllllng 
to say the things the prlson 
authorltles want to hear. The prl¬ 
son assumes he la'' rehabUltated*’ 
and ready for the society. The 


prlsoner has reaUy played the 
prlson’s game so that he can be 
released to résumé pursuit of hls 
capltallstlc goals. There ls no vic¬ 
tory, for the prlsoner from the git- 
go accepted the ldea of the society. 
He pretends to accept the ldea of 
the prlson as a part of the game he, 
has always played. 

The prlson cannot galn a victory 
over the poUtlcal prlsoner because 
he has nothlng to be rehabUltated 
from or to. He refuses to accept 
the legltimacy of the system and 
refuses to participate. To parti¬ 
cipate ls to admlt that the society 
ls legltlmate because of lts ex- 
ploltatlon of the oppressed. This ls 
the ldea which the political 
prlsoner does not accept, this ls the 
ldea for which he has been lm¬ 
prlsoned, and this ls the reason why 
he cannot cooperate with the 
system. The political prlsoner 
wUl, ln fact, serve hls time just 
as will the “Ulegltlmate capl¬ 
tallst”. Yet the ldea which moti¬ 
vated and sustalned the political 
prlsoner rests ln the people, all 
the prlson has, ls a body. 

The dlgnlty and beauty of man 
rests ln the human spirit which 
makes him more than slmply a 
physical being. This spirit must 
never be suppressed for exploit¬ 
ation by others. As long as the 
people recognlze the beauty of their 
human spirits and move against 
suppresslon and exploitation, they 
wUl be carrylng out one of the 
most beautlful ldeas of all time. 
Because the human whole ls much 
greater than the sum of lts parts, 
the ldeas will always be amongthe 
people. The prlson cannot be 
vlctorious because walls, bars and 
guards cannot conquer or hold down 
an ldea.

It’sunder- 
stood that the Vietnamese people 
are fighting for their right toself- 
determinaUon, their right todeter- 
mlne their own destlny in their own 
land, country, in their com- 
munitles. It’s good that Progres¬ 
sive forces (organizations and peo¬ 
ple) can come forth and mass and 
demonstrate and redress their 
grievances against thegovernment 
for waging such a war against peo- 


that war for those peoples right 
to self - determination, that 
they* re waging that war for some 
inequality and unjustness against 
those people. And it’s evident that 
it is belng wagedfor this reasonon 
their part because of the fact that 
the re ls no equallty and there’s no 
justlce at home for people right 
here in America like Black people 
in particularwho’vesufferedunder 
racism and brutality and murder 
for 400 years right here in Amer¬ 
ica. It’ s evident and lt’ s clear that 

lf there ls genocide in a country as 
in Germany during World War II, 
then anythlng that ruling class 
fascist go ve rum ent does outslde 
is also unjust and is alsoaggres- 
sion and is also out to deny and 
murder and kill people.

we have tooppose imperialism, al¬ 
so. That you can’t just fight im- 
perlallsm, the acts of imperialism 
aborad, without understanding and 
recognlzlng community imperial¬ 
ism here of Black people, Brown 
people, Red people and even to the 
polnt of protestlng students and 
radicals and Progressive peoples 
here, in America. 


Domestic Imperialism at home 
is in fact fascism. But what in es¬ 
sence is lt? I think Black people if 
if we go over the concrete ex- 
periences that we’ve had in Amer¬ 
ica and what’s going on now against 
us we can understand exactly 
what it is- -to be corralled in 

wretched ghettos in America and 
look up one day and see numerous 
policemen occupying our commun¬ 
ity, and brutalizing us, kllling 
brother Llnthcomb, murderlng 

young Bobby Hutton. The fact that 
so much brutality goes on to the 
extent that all the fascist press

are and murdered. No, we can’t 
continue to allow ourselves to be 
duped with the notion that we’re 
dolng something good until we learn 
to smash imperialism right here at 
home. Because to smash 
imperialism right here at home is 
to smash imperialism abroad. 
Smashing Imperialism means 
taklng actlon, demandlng that those 
prlsoners of war be allowed 
to come home. When you say 
“Bring the GI’s home", bring 
the GI’s home. And we can bring 
the prlsoners of war home by 
demandlng that the U.S. govern- 
ment release politlcal prlsoners 
here in America. Beginning with 
Huey and me, right now ln America, 
we will set a precedence of op 
poslng fascism, abroad and at 
home. If that ls what the Viet¬ 
namese people want, to release 
the politlcal prlsoners and people 
here ln America, then I say that 
the Progressive forces have to take 
some actlon in that direction and 
they wlll be relating directly to 
smashing imperialism at home and 
recognlzlng that this has to be done. 

People move. Black brothers 
and sisters, American people, it’s 
time that we moved against fascism 
at home because to smash fascism 
at home is to smash fascism for 
ever abroad.

Wlth a resoundlng clang, the 
harsh piercing sound of motal 
ringlng on metal rang ln my 
ears. The hauntlnglaughterofthe 
perverted plgs who had slammed 
shut the flaps, closlng off all 
outside llght and ventUatlon,llng- 
ered wlth me long after they had 
departed. There I stood without 
my shoes or soeks on the cold 
concrete floor.Thepungentstench 
of stale urine assaultéd me and 
stung my nose and eyes.lt brought 
back bitter memories of passages 
I had read ln books about the fllth 
and squalor of the slavequarters 
of 17th, 18th, and 19th century 
AmerlKKKa. Somewhere out of 
the dark recesses of myhead I 
heard a llttle volce saylng wel- 
come to the “hole”. 

I had flnally made the com¬ 
plete rounds. There is not a 
place left ln the Denver County 
Dungeon — that ls euphe- 
mistlcally called a jall— where 
I have not been and suffe red 
persecutlon for retalnlng my 
polltlcal bellefs. I thought about 
when brother Rory and I were 
flrst kldnapped off the streets 
and dragged off to thls evll place. 
My mlnd drlfted to how we were 
placed in a dlrty concrete cell 
(#4) ln the “Isolation" sectlon 
that had a llght so dim untll 
the mere strlklng of a match was 
llke the brllllance of a slgnal 
flare and we had to shield our 
eyes from lts Intense llght. For 
40 days, because we refused to 
submlt to performlnglnvoluntary 
servitude -- ln accordance wlth 


our rlghts under the 13th and 
14th amendments to the constltut- 
tutlon of the U S - -and clean up 
the pigs funky plg pen, we were 
kept on a starvatlon dlet that 
conslsted of dry bread and water. 
Then when these tactlcs falled to 
break us they were changed and 
we began to recelve food but 
then our mattresses and blankets 
were tak en at 5:30 lntheraomlng 
and we were left wlth nothlng 
but the concrete floor or the 
hard cold iron bunk to slt on 
untll 9:00 at nlght. 

But Just as one day follows 
another, all that had come and 
passed Now here I was ln the 
“hole," 'agaln in that dark 
cublcle where I was not alone. 
You see there arethreePanthers 
ln the Denver County Dungeon, 
and the ruthless "jaU” admln- 
istratlon could not, Indeed dld not 
blink thelr eyes untll all were 
“safely” stored away ln lsola- 
tlon, separated away from the 
other prlsoners so that we could 
not “ stlr up trouble” among 
the other poor souls who have 
the misfortune to lnhablt thls 
plece of heil. One Nat Turner 
had been enough. The slave- 
masters feared a slave re- 
belllon among the zombies who 
they completelycontrol, and when 
the zombies dared to rlse up 
ln protest agalnst the lnhuman 
condltlons here, Al f red, the other 
Panthers, and myself, foundour- 
selves cast lnto the “hole". The 
events leadlng up to thls step 
are typlcal of the types of bru- 


tallty and arbltrarlness of the 
so-called discipline that takes 
place ln the Denver County Dun¬ 
geon. 

After four months of conflne- 
ment ln isolation ln that dlmly 
llt cell--durlng part of which we 
were starved, denled vlslts from 
frlends or relatlves, refused mail 
and correspondence, not allowed 
commlssary (soap, toothpaste, 
etc.) were not allowed readlng 
materlal of any kind and were 
allowed'out only twice a week 
to shower and shave and then 
lmmedlately return ed to our 
9’ x 6' cell (less we contamlnate 
someone wlth the germs of free- 
dom and dlgnlty)--thenew keeper 
of the dungeon, fascist Warden 
Wil Ham “Adolf Elchman” Nel- 
son, who the prlsoners had placed 
thelr hopes for partlal rellèrrröfiT 
thelr sufferlng on, released us • 
(Rory and myself) from “lsola- 
tlon” and allowed us to joln the 
other prlsoners ln “populatlon". 
Thls excurslon lnto the ugly world 
of “populatlon”, however, was 
short llved and lasted less than 
a week. Hardly had Rory and I 
time to galn but the most per- 
ceptual knowledge of the pro- 
gramlng, de-cuitunzing ana ae- 
humanlzlng that the savage 
guards exact upon the helpless 
prlsoners, through lntlmldatlon 
and outrlght physlcal attacks, 
than we were accused of vlo- 
latlng our vlsitlng “privileges” 
and returned to Isolation. Only 
thls time Rory was returned to 
cell No. 4 and I was placed ln 
what ls called the “lnflrmary” 
(the Germans called the gas ovens 
ln which 6 mllllon Jews dled— 
“showers”). 

From thls point on the ghou- 
llsh mechanlzatlons of “Adolf’ 
Nelson and hls frlends began to 
unfold very rapldly. As 1 have 
sald, there are three Panthers 
ln thls dungeon they call a jall: 
Rory Hlthe,AlfredHassan and my¬ 
self. Alfred had been ln “popu¬ 
latlon” for qulte sometlme and 
had contlually reslsted and 
spoken out agalnst the unsanltary 
dlsease rldden condltlons that a- 
bound here—the high rate of 
hepatitis outbreaks ls a small 
measure of these unsavory con¬ 
dltlons. The prlsoners are forced 
to sleep on filthy mattresses that 
are caked wlth crud, blankets 
that are never changed orcleaned 
(Alfred had the same one for over 
seven months); the guards are 
totaUy unsympathetlc to humanlty 
and constantly threaten the ln- 
mates; plg slop ls served and they 
(prlson officials) have the nerve 
to call lt food; only one 15mlnute 
vislt per week ls allówed.thatdé- 
nles the lnmates the \rlght to; 
see our.frlends and loved ones; 
there ls a drastic lack of read¬ 
lng materlal wlth any soclal 
value, although sex and cowboy 
books abound; and numerous 
other lnjustlcestheprlsonersare 
forced to endure. The over- 
whelmlng majorlty of these ln¬ 
mates I mlght add have not been 
convlcted of any crime and are 
therefore consldered to be Inno¬ 
cent. (After wltnesslng thls, my 
heartcr iets out in agony for those 
convlcted and sentenced to 
prlson) 

Fascist “Adolf Nelson and hls 
ghoullsh running dogs now sensed 
thelr chance to remove thls oasis 
of sanlty (Alfred) from the mldst 
of thls cesspool of despalr. They 
accused Alfred of also vlolatlng 
his vlsitlng “privileges” and sent 


hlm to “red tag”. “Red tag” ls 
a cell tier where prlsoners are 
usually sent for polltlcal bellefs, 
the length of thelr halr orforre- 
fuslng to be bootlicklng lackeys 
and submlt to thelr program of 
de-humanlzation. On “red tag” 
your food ls pushed under your 
cell door tp you. You only leave 
your cell to shower twlce a week 
and once every 5 or 6 days to 
watch television. Llke “isola- 
tlon” and the "lnflrmary” there 
are no wholesome programs for 
recreatlon, ln fact there ls no 

recreatlon at all. lnto thls mass 
of human mlsery, thls anachron- 
istlc plece of medleval barbarlty, 
was now Injected after spendlng 
one week ln the "inflrmary.” 

Soon after I arrived on "red 
tag” the bars were sprayed wlth 
D.D.T and less than two hours 
later our food, which never even 
arrived warm, was sUd under 
these D.D.T lnfested bars forus 
to eat. I was ln cublcle No. 15, 
a tlny confintng concrete cubby 
hole 9 feet by 5 feet, our common 
goals and asplratlons gave us a 
feellng of closeness not only wlth 
each other but also wlth Com- 
rade Rory who we knew was 
undergolng slmllar treatment 
ln the corner of the jall known 
as “Isolation”. Every nlght we 
would dlscuss politics and our 
people’s (all the people’s)Ubera- 
tlon struggle. I had been on “red 
lag” about three days and Alfred 
about one and a half weeks when 
a list of grlevances and demands 
were clrculated for the approval 
and endorsement of the lnmates 
on the tier. Thls was a very 
beautlful and lnsplrlng slght, the 
zombies who had submltted for so 
long were beginning to awaken, 
Thelr ln-humane, de-humanlzlng 
condltlons had sparked thelr wlll 
to reslst. Thls petltlon called 
for clean mattresses and blan¬ 
kets, hot food, dally showers, 
wholesome recreatlon and the re- 
palr of the radio speaker. Alfred 
and I, along wlth fourteen other 
lnmates signed it. The petltlon 
was then placed ln a sealed enve- 
lope and sent to the keeper of 
the dungeon “Adolf’ Nelson. The 
next day brought even more 
glorlous news, for another petl¬ 
tlon appeared. Thls one signed by 
over 150 people throughout the 
entlre building. Indeed these 
prlsoners who had suffered 
“peacefully” for so long ln sl- 
lence had begun to stand up, 
ralse thelr volces and demand 
better treatment. We all signed 
thls petltlon and " red tag” buzzed 
wlth excltement and expec- 
tatlon--for ln unity there ls 
strength and the lnmates were 
unlted together. One day passed 
and the petltlon went unheeded 
and unanswered. Then two days 
passed wlth stlll no reply—the 
keeper of the dungeon “Adolf’ 
Nelson had declded to lgnore the 
petltlons completely. On the 3rd 
day the prlsoners took dramatic 
actlon, everyone on “red tag” 
threw thelr trays over the tier 
onto the floor at breakfast and 
lunch, 180 prlsoners from the 
building refused to leave the chow 
hall and Warden "Adolf’ Nelson 
was roused from hls down-fllled 
bed and called to the Denver 
County Dungeon. “Adolf’ Nelson 
feit he now had the excuse to 
fulfill hls ghoullsh plan. Alfred 
and I were accused of being the 
ringleaders and were cast lnto 
the abyss they call "the hole”. 
The ogre now had all three. Pan¬ 


thers ln 1 Isolation*, away from hls 
once complacent slaves. But the 
word had gotten out and the 
parasltlc press decended on the 
dungeon. In the storles that ap¬ 
peared ln the Denver press, no 
mentlon was made of the petl¬ 
tlons from buildings slx and elght, 
that were signed by over 300 ln- 
mates--Black, White, Brown and 
Red—brothers all, ln thls com¬ 
mon heil hole. In the dlstorted 
press the demands were attrl- 
buted to the Black Panther Party 
instead of to the lnmates from 
whom they orlglnated—as lf the 
prlsoners were unable to speak 
on thelr own—and Alfred and I 
were agaln pegged as the "ring¬ 
leaders”. Regardless ofthecalm 
reassurlng statements by the 
keeper of the dungeon, Warden 
“Adolf Nelson, that the sltua- 
tlon was nothlng serious, the 
slave revolt has shaken the very 
walls of thls medleval dungeon 
and slgnals even greater thlngs 
to come--for the condltlons re- 
main unchanged. 

So here we are in “the hole”, 
a place where the most recal¬ 
citrant slaves—our forefathers 
and mothers—were forced to 
abide ln the reeklng stench of 
dungeons to awalt thelr fate for 
daring to speak back to the slave- 
master—harborers of freedom. 
lts been over 350 years and it 
hasn’t been an easy task There 
are no mattresses ln "thehole”, 
no water, no tollet anc| no ventl- 
latlon. In order to relleve your-' 
self, you are forced to squat down 
over a 6 Inch dark filthy "hole” 
in the floor covered wlth a metal 
grate, and the guard, who ls the 
only one who can flush lt, flushes 
lt every three to four hours at 
hls convenlence. The stench of 
thls awful place ls almost over- 
whelmlngly nauseatlng and the 
cold concrete walls that are cov¬ 
ered wlth antl-estabUshment 
graffeti and pleadlngs for mercy 
to a nonexlstent god, and cold 
concrete floors robs the warmtb 
from your very body. But Alfred, 
Rory--who ls ln the cell rlght 
next to “the hole”—and I laugh 
ln the faces of these slmpleplgs 
Don’t they, the knot-bralned 
fools, know that oppression only 
creates reslstance. Fve been 
everywhere ln thls dungeon of 
despalr: “Isolation”, “popu¬ 
latlon”, “lnflrmary”, “red 
tag”, and “the hole”. My spirits 
were never hlgher and my re- 
solve to fight on never stronger. 
I know that thls is just a con- 
tinuatlon of the brutal oppres¬ 
sion that led to the slave re¬ 
volte on the shlps, Denmark Ves- 
sey, Nat Turner, Malcolm X. 
Harlem, Watts, Detrolt, Huey P. 
Newton, Bobby Seale, and the re¬ 
volt by the prlsoners ln the Den¬ 
ver County Dungeon rlslng up 
out of the very depths of moral 
degradation and humlllatlon. Al¬ 
though my body may be bound 
and shackled, the drlvlng force 
cannot be held down by chalns 
and wlll always seek freedom and 
dtgnlty. Shackled llke a slave? 
F—K IT! WE ARE LIVING IN

Rejection of People’s Demands by Chief Pig Kelly 


The peolpe of Kansas City, ln 
,seeing the repeated fascist strom 
trooper tactics of the plgs used 
against the people and the Black 
Panther Party, here and natlon- 
wide, came together and drew up 
a list of demands to be presented 
to the pig department. The people 
have seen the Black Panther Par¬ 
ty's service to them, andtheyhave 
declced to withdraw thelr previous 
apathetlc posltions and volce thelr 
disapproval. Members of the Black 
Panther Party have been subjected 
to Inhumane treatment, dawn raids 
and murders, etc. The people are 
demandlng the presenceof observ- 


ers during searches and arrests 
of Panthers at our homes or of¬ 
fice. The people, knowing that pigs 
being the reactlonary lackeys that 
they are, have demanded that all 
searches be carried out during 
daylight house. Plg Kelly, Chief of 
the plg department, let out a funky 
i oink when he rejected thls demand 
from the people and stated that 
searches would not be restrlcted 
to daylight hours. 

Another demand includedcalling 
the Panther attorney whenever ar¬ 
rest warrants were Issued for a 
Panther. Kelly oinked, “All cltl- 
zens MUST CONSENT to a legal 


( search...it would notbereasonable 
to make an agreement wlth any 
group to call thelr attorney." 

Thls blood-sucking pig doesn'tun- 
derstand that he and other fascist 
oppressors have no right that we, 
the oppressed, are bound to re¬ 
spect.! 

The people demanded that plg 
Kelly and hls henchmen admit to 
provocative harassment and kill- 
ing of young Black leadership, 
in general, and Black Panthers In 
particular.

only wlth extraordinary self-con- 
trol when the officers are con- 
fronted wlth laguage, threats and 
taunts which few persons outside 
of well trained enforcement per- 
sonnel would tolerate.”

That 
is why we have been able to build 
a socialist state Independent ln 
politics, self-sustainlng in the 
economy and self-defensive in 
national defense in a short perlod 
of time. 

Our Party’s line of strengthen- 
ing the politlcal, economie and 
military mlght of the country in 
every way by doing everything in 
our power, ls the most correct 
way of expediting the victory of the 
Korean revolution. 

The Government of the Republlc 
will, in the future too, adhere 
steadfastly to the principle of set- 


tling all problems in the revolution 
and construction lndependently on 
the basis of studying and analys- 
ing the realities of Korea in strlct 
accordance with the idea of Juche 
of the Workers' Party of Korea. 

All nations are. equal and have 
the sacred right of national self- 
determination to deelde their own 
destinies by themselves. A nation 
can secure Independence andfree- 
dom and enjoy happlness and pro- 
sperity only if it achieves com¬ 
plete politlcal self-determination 
and exercises its rlghts, taking 
them into its hands firmly. 

Under the leadership of the 
Party, the Government of the Re- 
public will use its own brains to 
formulate in conformity to our 
realities and carry out for itself 
all policies for socialist construc- 
tion-pollcies of industry, agricul- 
ture, educatlon, literature and art, 
judlclal administration, etc. We 
must not act on orders and in- 
structions from others but, pro- 
ceeding from the interests of our 
revolution and construction, settle 
all problems from the standpoint 
of Juche in accordance with our 
own judgment and decision.

aggressors. The question of 
Korean unification is an internal 
affair of the Korean people, which 
cannot be settled by any foreign 
forces. Our people are a wise and 
civilized nation who are fully cap- 
able of settling their national Issue 
for themselves. Weholdinvariably 
that the questions of unifying our 
fatherland must be settled by our 
people themselves without inter- 
ference from any outslde forces 
after the aggressive army of U.S. 
imperialism is withdrawn from 
South Korea. 

In the sphere of foreign pollcy, 
too, we should continue to work 
for establlshing our political and 
economie relations with foreign 
countries on the principles of com¬ 
plete equallty and mutual respect. 
Llkewise, we have to wage the 
struggle agalnst imperialism or 
Right and Left opportunism strict¬ 
ly in accordance with our own 


judgment and conviction to con¬ 
form to our actual conditions, and 
will allow no one to violate and in¬ 
sult the rlghts and dlgnlty of our 
nation. 

The Government of the Republic 
will continue to faithfully execute 
our Party's line of building an in¬ 
dependent national economy by 
carrying through the principle of 
self-reliance in the economie 
sphere, while consolidating inde¬ 
pendence ln politics. 

We are today confronted with the 
weighty tasks of building the econ¬ 
omy and defenses in parallel to 
lay a firm material basis for the 
prosperlty of generations to come 
and establlsh rellable economie 
foundations which will enable us 
to meet the great revolutionary e- 
vent of the unification of the father¬ 
land actlvely. All these tasks can be 
performed successfully only if the 
principle of self-reliance, the line 
of building an independent national 
economy, is firmly maintainedand 
carried on more conslstently. 

Self-reliance is a thoroughly

Only by firmly malntaining such 
a revolutionary stand and revo¬ 
lutionary principle can we contin¬ 
ue our struggle without abandoning 
our revolutionary constancy under 
whatever complex and arduous sit¬ 
uation and attain victory in the 
revolutionary struggle and success 
in construction work by braving 
difficulties and hardships in the 
course of our onward movement. 
If one lacks the revolutionary 
spirit of self-reliance, one will 
lose faith in one’s sourcesofone's 


country, grow indolent and loose, 
and fall into passivism and con- 
servatism. 

Only when a nation buiids an in¬ 
dependent national economy, canlt 
secure political Independence, 
make the country rich, strong and 
advanced and achleve national 
prosperlty. 

Economie independence is the 
material basis for political inde¬ 
pendence. A country which ls de- 
pendent on foreign forces econom- 
ically becomes a satellite of other 
countries politically, and an eco- 
nomically subjected nation cannot 
get out of colonial slavery politi¬ 
cally. 

Without building an Independent 
national economy it is impossible 
to establlsh material and technical 
foundations for soclallsm and build 
sociaiism and communism suc¬ 
cessfully. 

To build sociaiism lt ls essen- 
tial to create a powerful base of 
heavy industry with the machine- 
buildlng industry as its core and, 
on this basis, equip light industry, 
agrlculture, transport and all other 
branches of the people's economy 
with up-to-datetechnlquesandthus 
lay the material and technical 
foundations of sociaiism power¬ 
ful enough to improve the welfare 
of the worklng people on the whole 
in accordance with the require- 
ments of the laws of sociaiism. As 
long as national distlnctlons re- 
maln and States exlst, such ma¬ 
terial and technical foundations of 
sociaiism must be built by each 
national state as a unit. There- 
fore, lt can be said that the firm 
material and technical foundations 
of soclallsm have been laid ln each 
country only when lt has built a 
comprehensive, Independent na¬ 
tional ecomomy which is developed 
in a many-sidedway, equlppedwlth 
the latest technlquesandcanbe run 
by lts own national cadres with lts 
own natural resources, raw ma- 
terials and other supplles so as to 
meet ln full with home Products the 
varied and ever-growing require- 
ments of ecomomic construction, 
defense upbuilding and the people' s 
life for heavy and light industry 
goods and farm produce. 

Only if the material and tech¬ 
nical foundations of soclallsm are 
established ln this way within the 
bounds of each national state as a 
comprehensive, independent unit 
of economy, can the country’s nat¬ 
ural resources be tapped and uti- 
lized to the fullest extent and a high 
rate of growth ln production be 
malntalned while proper balances 
are kept actlvely between all 
branches of the people’s economy. 
Also, only in this way is it pos- 
sible to rapidly develop Science, 
technology and culture, steadily 
enhance the technical and cultural 
standards of the worklng people and 
brlng them up into men of a new 
type developed inanall-roundway. 

The building of an Independent 
national economy ls also the basic 
guarantee for enabling nations to do 
away with the economie back- 
wardness which practlcally con- 
stitutes the basis of inequality be¬ 
tween them, to achieve national 
prosperlty and build socialist and 
communist society with success. 


The building of sociaiism and 
communism, as you know, requires 
eradication of national inequality 
together with class distlnctlons. 

Yet, this inequality does not dis- 
appear as soon as the socialist 
revolution trlumphs ineach country, 
nor does it vanish through amal- 
gamatlon of nations in this or that 
way. 

The era of capitallsm is an era 
when national oppression prevails 
side by side with class exploita- 
tion, an era when the free develop- 
ment of a great majority of na¬ 
tions is held back by only a few 
nations and thore exists national 
Inequality lt is therefore neces- 
sary for the nations llberated from 
capitalist exploitation and oppres¬ 
sion not only to convert them¬ 
selves into labourlng socialist na¬ 
tions but also build a highly de¬ 
veloped independent national eco¬ 
nomy to achieve the greatest pos- 
sible degree of their free devel¬ 
opment and all-round efflores¬ 
cence. Only by doing can all in- 
equalities between nations be ob- 
llterated and can all nations suc¬ 
cessfully build soclallsm and grad- 
ually go over to communism. 

All this testifies that the line of 
building an Independent national e- 
conomy conslstently followed by 
our Party and the Government of 
the Republic is a thoroughly rev¬ 
olutionary line of economie con¬ 
struction, which conforms with the 
lawful requirements of the build¬ 
ing of sociaiism and communism. 

We will carry through the rev¬ 
olutionary principle of self-reli¬ 
ance in the upbuilding of national 
defense, too, and thus further ln- 
crease the country’s self-defense 
capacities. 

Needless to say, the interna¬ 
tional unlty of the proletariat of 
all countries and the friendly al- 
liance of the socialist countries ln 
the revolutionary struggle agalnst 
imperialist aggresslon and agalnst 
the pressure by the lnternationifl 
Capital are an important security 
for safeguardlng the revolutionair 
gains already obtained and winning 
fresh victory. It is a sacred in¬ 
ternationalist duty oftheCommun- 
lsts to do all they can to help and 
give support and encouragementto 
each other in the battleagalnst im¬ 
perialism, the commonenemy, and 
each country should strlve to ce¬ 
ment this international solldarlty 
in the struggle agalnst the im¬ 
perialist forces of aggresslon from 
without. 

The decislve factor ln victory 
ln the struggle agalnst imperial¬ 
ist reaction, however, ls the in¬ 
ternal forces of the country con¬ 
cerned. Although foreign support 
is Important ln the war agalnst 
alien aggressors, it plays, to all 
intents and purposes, nomorethan 
a secondary role. When the Inter¬ 
nal forces are not prepared in 
each country, its revolutionary 
struggle cannot emerge vlctorlous 
no matter how great the foreign 
support may be. If the Commun- 
ists only pin their hopes on foreign 
support and ald without building 
up their own revolutionary forces, 
they cannot defend the security of 
their fatherland and the revolu¬ 
tionary gains reliably against im¬ 
perialist aggresslon. 


TWO KOREAN 
PATRIOTS KILl’D 


PYONGYANG. Korea (LNS) - In 
Chicago, the latest victims are 
Fred Hampton and Mark Clark. 
In Seoul, the leading pig city of 
South Korea, two revolutionaries 
were killed recently-, too. Their 
names are Li Mun Gyu and Li 
Gwan Hak. Both were members 
of the United Revolutionary Party, 
which, likethè Black Panther Party 
in Chicago, is fighting for a better 
way of life for all the people. 

The two South Korean rev¬ 
olutionaries were politically active 
in the growing South Korean move¬ 
ment against the U S. occupation 
of that land. They were arrested 
and brought to trial. After turn- 


Ing the jail and tli rtroom into 
a “theater of stru; reports 
the Korea Central News Agency, 
the two meh were executed. 

Just as Chicago’s Black com- 
munity is occupted by a represslve 
outside force (the Chicago Police 
Department), so South Korea is 
occupied by tens of thousands of 
U.S. troops. Were it not for that 
occupation, which intensifies daily, 
the reactionary South Korean 
regime in Seoul would not last 
very long and revolutionaries like 
Li Mun Gyu and Li Gwan Hail 
could live long lives in the service 
of their people.

Evcry incmbcr of the BLACK PA NIH LR PARIA throughnul this 
country of racist America must ahidc by these mies as funefional mem- 
bers of this party. CENTRAL COMMITTEE members. CENTRAL 
STAEES, and l.OCAL STAE'ES. including all captains siihordinate to 
cilher national. state, and loeal leadership of the BLACK PANT HER 
PARTY will enforee these rules. Lcngth of suspension or other dis- 
eiplinary act ion necessary lor violation of these rules will depend on 
national deeisions by national. state or state area. and loeal conunittees 
and staffs wherc said rule or rules of the BLACK PANT HER PART Y' 
WERF. VIOLATED. 

Every ntember of the party must know these verhatuni by heart. 
And apply (hem daily. Eaeh ntember must report any violation of these 
rules to their leadership or they are eounter-revolutioiiary and are also 
suhjeeled to suspension by the BLACK PANTHER PARTY. 


THE RULES ARE: 

1. No party tnemher ean have nareoties or weed in his possession 
while doing party work. 

2. Any party mem her found shooting nareoties wilt he cxpcllcd front 
this party. 

3. No party ntember ean be DRUNK while doing daily party work. 

4. No party memher will violale rules rc taling to ofllee work. gcncral 
meetings of the BLACK PANTHER PARTY, and meetings nf the 
BLACK PANT HER PARTY ANYWHERE. 

5. No party memher will USE. POINT. or EIRE a weapon of any 
kind unnecessarily or accidentally al anyone. 

6. No party memher ean join any other armv l'oree other than the 
BLACK LIBERATION ARMY. 

7. No party memher ean have a weapon in his possession while 
DRUNK or loaded off nareoties or weed. 

8. Ntt party memher will commit any crimes against other party 
members or BLACK peopie at all. and eannot stcal or lake from the 
people. nol even a nccdlc or a picee of thread. 

9. When arccsled BLACK PANTHER MEMBERS will give only 
name. address. and will sign nolhing. Legal firsl aid must be undcrslood 
by all Party members. 

10. The T en Point Program and platform of the BLACK PANTHER 
PARIT must he knnwn and undcrslood by eaeh Party memher. 

11. Party Communications must he National and Loeal. 

12. Ihe 10-1(M(l-program should be knnwn hy all members and 
also undcrslood hy all members. 

13. All Hnuncc officcrs will opcratc onder the jurisdietion of the 
Minislry of Einanee. 

14. Eaeh person will suhmil a report of daily work. 

15. Kuch Siih-Scetion Leader Seetion Leader. Lieutenanl. and 
Captain must suhnut Daily reports of work. 

16. All Panlhers must learn to opentte and service wcapons enrreetly. 

17. All Leadership |iersómicl who expel a memher must suhmil this 
information to the Edilor of the Newspaper. so thal it will be puhiished 
in the paper and will be known by all chaptcrs and branches. 

IH. Polilieal Ediiealion Classes are mandatory for gcncral memher- 
ship.

All olliers are to sell papers and do Polilieal work out 
in the community, ineludiiig Captains. Seetinn Leaders, etc. 

20. COMMUNICA IIONS —all chaptcrs most suhmil weekly re¬ 
ports in writing to the National lleadquarters. 

21. All Branches must implcmcnl First Aid and/or Medieal t adres. 

22. All Chaptcrs. Branches, and components of the BLACK PAN¬ 
THER PART Y must suhmil a mnnthly Einaneial Report to the Minis¬ 
lry of Einanee. and also the Central Commiltcc. 

23. Everyone in a leadership position must read no less than Iwo 
hoiirs |H-r day to keep ahreast uf the changing polilieal silualion. 

24. No ehapler or hraneli shall accept groots, poverly loods, inouey 
or any other aid front any go>eminent ageney without eonlaetiug the 
National' I leadquarters. 

25. All chaptcrs must adliere to the policy and the ideology laid 
down hy the CENT RAL COMMITTEE 'of the BLACK PANT HER 
PARTY.

1. We want frecdom. We want power to determine the destinv of our 
Black Community. 

We believe that blaek people will nol be l'ree until we are able to deter- 
mine our destinv. 


2. We want full employment lor our people. 

We believe that the federal Government is, lesponsible and obligated to 
give every man employment or a guarantoed ineome. We believe that il' 
the white Ahieriean businessmen will nol give l'ull employment. Uien the 
means of product ton should be taken from the businessmen and plaeed in 
the commiimtv so that the people of the community tan organize and cm- 
plo> all ol ils people and gi\e a high Standard ol living 


We want au end to the robbery by the CAPITALIST of our Blaek 
Ubmmunitv. 

We believe that this racist government lias robbed us and now we are 
demanding the overdue debt of forty acres and two mules. Forty acres 
and two mules was promised 100 years ago as restitution tbr slave labor 
and mass murder of black people. We w ill accept the payment in currency 
which will be distributed to our many communities. The Germans are nów 
aiding the Jews in Israël for the genocide of the Jewish people. The Ger¬ 
mans murdered six million Jews. The American racist has taken part in 
the slaughter of over fifty million black people: therefore. w e feel that this 
is a modest demand that we make. 

4. We want decent housing. fit for shelter of huinan beings. 

We believe that if the white landlords will not give decent housing to 
our black community. then the housing and the land should be made into 
cooperatives so that our community, with government aid. can build and 
make decent housing for its people. 

5. We want education for our people that exposes the true nature of this 
decadent American society. We want education that teaches us our true 
history and our role in the present-day society. 

* 

We believe in an educational system that will give to our people a knowl- 
edge of self. If a man does not have knowledge of himself and his position 
in society and the world, then he has little chance to relate to anything 
else. 

6. We want all black men to be exempt from military service. 

We believe that Black people should not be forced to fight in the mili¬ 
tary service to defend a racist government that does not protect us. We 
will not fight and kill other people of color in the world who, like black 
people, are being victimized by the white racist government of America. 

We will protect ourselves from the force and violence of the racist police 
and the racist military, by whatever means necessary. 

7. We want an immediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY and MURDER 
of black people. 

We believe we can end police brutality in our black community by or- 
ganizing black self-defense groups that are dedicated to defending our 
black community from racist police oppression and brutality. The Second 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States gives a right to bear 
arms. We thefefore believe that all black people should arm themselves 
for self-defense.

8. We want freednm for all black men held in federal, state, county 
and city prisons and jails. 

We believe that all black people should be released from the many 
jails and prisons because they have not received a fair and impartial trial. 

9. We want all black people when brought to trial to be tried in court by 
a jury of their peer group or people from their black communities, as 
defined by the Constitution of the United States. 

We believe that the courts should follow the United States Constitution 
so that black people will receive fair trials. The 14th Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution gives a man a right to be tried by his peer group. A peer 
is a person from a similar economie, social, religious, geographical, en- 
vironmental, historical and racial background. To do this the court will be 
forced to select a jury from the black community from which the black 
defendant came. We have been, and are being tried by all-white juries 
that have no understanding of the “average reasoning man” of the black 
community. 

10. We want land. bread, housing, education, clothing, justice and peace. 
And as our major politica! objective, a United Nations-supervised piebis- 
eite to be held throughouj the black colony in which only black colonial 
subjects will be allowed to participate, for the purpose of determining the 
w ill of black people as to their national destinv. 

When. in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the political bands which have connected them with 
another. and to assume. among the powers of the earth. the separate and 
equal station to which the laws of nature and naturq’s God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare 
the causes whicli impel them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident. that all men are created equal; 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable righls; 
that among these are life. liberty. and the pursuit of happiness. That. to 
secure these rights. governments are instituted among men. deriving their 
|ust powers from the consent of the governed; that. whenever any form of 
government becomes destructive of these ends. it is the right of the people 
to alter or to abolish it. and to institute a new government, laving its 
foundation on such principles. and organizing its powers in such form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. Pru- 
donce. indeed. will dictate that governments long established should not 
be changcd for light and transient causes; and. accordmgly. all oxperience 
hath shown. that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are 
sufferable. Ihan to right themselves by abolishing the for nis to which they 
are aecustomed Bul. when a long train of abusCs and usurpations. pur- 
Miing imariably the sa me object, evinces a design to reduce them iindcr ab¬ 
solute dcspolism. it is their right. it is their duty. to throw o ff such govern¬ 
ment. and to provide new guards for their future securÜy.

In all societies, the way of life of the people, their culture, mores, customs, etc., evolve from the 
economie basis of that society. The United States is a capitalist society, the system of capitalism being 
one of exploitation of man by man, with by-products such as racism, religious chauvinism, sexual 
chauvinism, and unnatural divisions among the people. In other words, it's a dog-eat-dog society. 
But it's not a dog-eat-dog world. 

Men are no» innately greedy, nor are they innately uncooperative with each other. Therefore, it is 
our goal, it is the goal of the Black Panther Party, and must be the goal of all men, to create conditions 
in which men can start being human, can begin to cooperate with each other, can live with each other, 
in fact, in peace. Men cannot do this without an arena in which to do so. In other words, in an exploita¬ 
tie system men are forced to exploit. In an unkind system, men are forced to be unkind. In a world of 
inhumanity, men will be inhuman. In a society that is warmongering, men will war. These are the 
aspects or the way of life of a people who are part of a capitalist system. 

And songs are a part of the culture of society. Art, in general, is that. Songs, like all art forms, are 
an expression of the feelings and thoughts, the desires and hopes, and so forth, of a people. They are 
no more than that. A song cannot change a situation, because a song does not live and breathe. People do. 

And so the songs in this album are a statement - by, of, and for the people. All the people. A state¬ 
ment to say that we, the masses of people have had a game run on us ; a game that made us think that 
it was necessary for our survival to grab from each other, to take what we wanted as individuals from 
any other individuals or groups, or to exploit each other. And so, the statement is that some of us have 
understood that it is absolutely essential for our survival to do just the opposite. And that, in fact, we 


have always had the power to do it. The power to determine our destinies as human beings and not 
allow them to be determined by the few men who now determine them. That we were always human 
and always had this power. But that we never recognized that, for we were deluged, bombarded, 
mesmerized by the trinkets of the ruling class. And this means all of us= Black, Mexican, White, Indian, 
Oriental, Gypsy, all who are members of the working class, of the non-working class (that is, those who 
don't have jobs), all who are oppressed. 

This means all of us have this power. But the power only belongs to all of us, not just some or one, 
but all. And that was the trick. That was the thing we never understood. And that is what statement 
these songs make.
